PHILADELPHIA 
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OPINIONS OF THE J.A.G. OF THE ARMY. 
Volunteer Service in Computing Time. 

In regard to counting of service in the Pennsylvania 
Volunteer Infantry by Chaplain J. L. Hunter for pur- 
poses of poemetiiits the J.A.G.’s opinion states: Under 
the acts of April 22, 1898, and June 3, 1916, the volun- 
teer forces were part of the Army. They remained a 
constituent part of the Army until the passage of the act 
of June 4, 1920. However, it is evident that Congress 
in referring to prior active commissioned service in Sec. 
15 and other parts of the act of June 4, 1920, intended 
active commissioned service in the Army as the Army 
was constituted by law at the time of such service. 
Therefore, Chaplain Hunter may count his previous ser- 
vice in the Volunteer Infantry. 

Promotion on the Retired List. 

Capt. John Q. A. Brett, U.S.A., who in November, 
1918, sought promotion on. the retired I'st under the pro- 
visions of the act of Feb. 2, 1901, to the grade of major, 
and whose request had been adversely acted upon, has 
been finally granted his promotion, Secretary Weeks ap- 
proving a revision of his case on April 27. Captain 
Brett was an Army pay clerk, subsequently comm ed 
in the Quartermaster Corps, and was retired for age 
May 30, 1917. The J.A.G. opinion now states: This 
office in a previous opinion held that he was not en- 
titled to promotion for the reason that prior to the pas- 
sage of the act of June 4, 1920, he would not have re- 
ceived any promotion had he remained on the active list, 
but since the passage of that act, inasmuch as he does 
not come within the exceptions in Sec. 24a, he is entitled 
to promotion under See. 127a 

Relative Rank and R.O.T.C. Duty. 

In regard to relative rank of officers on the active list 
and retired officers on active duty when both classes are 
serving at the same time with an R.O.T.C. unit, the 
J.A.G. opinion states: “Sec. 127a of the act of June 4, 
1920, prescribes how such rank is to be determined when 
dates of rank or length of commissioned service are dif- 
ferent, but when these are the same, the manner of de- 
termination should be by a general order.” 

Counting Service in Medical Reserve Corps. 


On the question of Major B. B. Warriner as to count- 
ing service in the Medical Reserve Corps in determining 
his relative rank under Sec. 127a of the act of June 4, 
1920, the J.A.G. in his opinion states: Said section pro- 
vides that in determining relative rank active duty per- 
formed while under appointment whether in Regular, 
provisional or temporary forces shall be credited. Under 
the act of April 23, 1908, the Medical Reserve Corps was 
a part of the Medical Department, and the President 
was authorized to issue commissions as first lieutenants. 
This office is therefore of the opinion that Major Warri- 
ner may count such service. 

Questions of Relative Rank. 

Col. H. L. Jackson was originally commissioned in 
1899, remaining continuously in active service until his 
retirement in 1906. In 1916 he was called to active duty 
and has sinee remained in active service. As to his 
relative rank the J.A.G.’s opinion states: Sec. 24a of 
the act of June 4, 1920, provides that in determining 
relative rank, commissioned service if continuous shall 
be counted as having begun on date of original commis- 
sion. But Sec. 127a prescribes the procedure for deter- 
mining relative rank and under it only active commis- 
sioned service may be counted. Hence Colonel Jackson 
may not count his active period on the retired list. 

Lieut. Col. J. B. Shuman was originally appointed 





Feb. 2, 1901, but resigned Dec. 18, 1901, and was re- 
appointed March 10, 1902, with rank from March 2, 
1901. The question is on his relative rank and place on 


The opinion of the J.A.G. states: 
The words “original commission” as used in Sec. 24a, 
act of June 4, 1920, refer to the commission under 
which was begun the service which was eventuated in 
Colonel Shuman’s present commission; hence for the 
determination of his relative rank his first commission 
may be disregarded. However, he may count as “con- 
structive” active service the time between the date of 
his rank under the reappointment and the date on which 
he actually began service thereunder. As for his place 
on the promotion list, said Sec. 24a specifically provides 
what service may be considered, which service includes 
his “constructive” active service. 
Pardoning Power of Philippines Governor. 

The commanding general of the Philippine Department 
having stated to the War Department that the governor 
general “has exercised and continues to exercise the par- 


doning power in cases tried by military commissions dur- 
these 


the promotion list. 


ing the existence of military government in 
islands,” the question of authority was submitted to the 
J.A.G. That office in its opinion states that Congress 


had the power to, and did by the act of Aug. 29, 1916, 
withdraw from the President all power to pardon and 
reprieve and remit fines and forfeitures in the islands, 
except as indicated for purely military offenses. This 
office is therefore of the opinion that the governor gen- 
eral has full power to pardon, reprieve, or parole any 
and all persons tried by military commissions during the 
existence of the military government in the Philippines. 
Reimbursement from Enlisted Men's Deposits. 

Relative to the reimbursement of the United States 
Government from the deposits of enlisted men, it ap- 
pears that a private of the Army was found guilty and 
sentenced to forfeiture of all pay and allowances due or 
to become due. The offense was the theft of motorcycles. 
The opinion of the J.A.G. states: Deposits and interest 
thereon are not subject to court-martial forfeiture but, 
under Army Regulations 1368, they are not exempt from 
liability for debts due to the United States. This office 
has repeatedly held that the stoppage of a soldier’s pay 
to reimburse the Government for losses for which he 
is responsible is an administrative matter with which 
the court-martial has nothing to do. Therefore, there 
may be deducted from the soldier’s deposit the amount 
for which he is administratively held responsible.

ARMY NOTES. 
Q.M.C. to Teach Salwage Work. 

Following the policy of rigid economy laid down by 
the Secretary of War, and with his approval, the Quar- 
termaster Corps hereafter will teach enlisted men in 
salvage work. A school for training in the repair of 
clothing and shoes has just been established at Camp 
Jackson, 8.C., and another school for the repair of type- 
writers at Fort McPherson, Ga. This training of the 
men will be part of the routine work of the salvage 
shops, and additional schools will be established as soon 
as possible at convenient points in other corps areas. 
In this way much material bought for the war can be 
repaired and utilized for the peace-time needs of the 
Army, saving thousands of dollars to the taxpayers. 

Salvage of Waste Army Material. 


Since the organization of the Salvage Branch, Quar- 
termaster Corps, in April, 1918, more than $20,000,000 
has been realized from the sales of waste material, such 
as old metals, rubber, rags, bottles, barrels, hair, hides, 
sweepings and condemned foodstuffs. Monthly sales have 
been greater in recent months than in the World War. 
It is estimated that the recovery from the sale of un- 
serviceable property and waste material averages twenty- 
five per cent. of the original value of the property when 
new. The sales in 1918 amounted to $1,269,585; in 
1919, $10,806,942; in 1920, $8,296,065. 


Assistance Near for Engineer Officers. 


Letters from field officers of the Corps of Engineers 
are constantly being received by the Chief of Engineers 
calling for additional officers in which it is stated certain 
work assigned cannot be consummated without assis- 
tance. The situation will soon be relieved to some ex- 
tent since student officers will shortly have completed 
their advanced instruction and can be assigned where 
they are most needed. It is expected to assign about 
thirty immediately, and thirty additional officers later. 
There are now ninety-one student Engineer officers un- 
dergoing advanced instruction of whom fifty are in the 
Engineer School at Camp A. A. Humphreys, Va.; thirty- 
nine in the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Bos- 
ton; and two in other civilian schools. 


Regimental Tryouts for National Matches. 


Generous contributions are being received by the Cav- 
alry and Corps of Engineers with which to buy trophies 
and to defray other incidental expenses in connection 
with the tryouts for competitors to represent the Cav- 
alry-Engineer team at the National Matches to be held 
Sept. 15 to Sept. 22 at Camp Perry. Approximately 
$600 has been received by the officer in charge of the 
funds for the Cavalry, and it is understood the Corps of 
Engineers’ Fund is now several hundreds of dollars. 


Regimental tryouts are conducted to select suitable can-_ 


didates to compete in the joint contests to be held at Fort 
Bliss, Texas, as soon after July 1 as possible. The re- 
sult of this competition will determine the composition 
of the Cavalry-Engineer rifle team to compete in the Na- 
tional Matches. The Infantry also is active in prepara- 
tion and contests for this national shooting event, and 
prizes are being offered in the Infantry regiments for 
those who make the best showing. 


Cavalry Board Recommends Heavier Rifle. 


As a result of thorough comparative tests the Cav- 
alry Board has recommended that the Browning ma- 
chine rifle be modified slightly for use of the Cavalry. 
The barrel is increased in size, with the caliber un- 
changed, to make its total weight twenty-one pounds 
instead of sixteen as formerly, besides a bi-pod is used 
for its support. It is considered the additional weight 
gives the rifle a distinct advantage over the one now in 
use. Otherwise there is no material alteration. 


Cavalry Field Courses Shortened. 


The courses of instruction at the Cavalry School at 
Fort Riley, Kas., both for the troop officers’ course and 
for the basic course the coming year will begin Sept. 15 
next and end June 15, 1922, shortening the term from 
ten to nine months. Consideration is being given the sub- 
ject of beginning the school year in the cther branches 
of the Service a little later than heretofore so that 
graduates of West Point may have a little more time be- 
tween the date of gradoation in June and entry into the 
Service schools. It is also desired to have the instruc- 
tors of the several Service schools available for teaching 
in summer training camps for the National Guard and 
Reserve officers. Selection of officers in the Cavalry is 
now being made for the troop officers’ course and the 
basic course at Fort Riley. Dates and duration of 
courses in the Cavalry School for the field officers’ class 
and for the National Guard officers and others will be 
announced later. 


Course for Field Artillery Enlisted Men. 


The Field Artillery service school at Fort Sill, Okla., 
for enlisted specialists will open its new term on July 
11. The courses to be given are for saddlers, stable ser- 
geants, horseshoers, communications details which- are 
limited to men considered suitable for detail as radio and 
telephone specialists, battery clerks, battery mechanics, 
and motor mechanics. Corps area commanders have been 
requested by the War Department to select from Field 
Artillery organizations suitable enlisted men for the sev- 
eral courses, each corps area being allotted a certain 
number for each course. The total number that the 
school can accommodate so far arranged are thirty-five 
saddlers, twenty-seven stable sergeants, fifty-four horse- 
shoers, fifty-four communications, thirty-six clerks, 
twenty-seven battery mechanics, and forty motor me- 
chanics, a total of 273 students. Commanding officers 
are directed to supply enlisted men to attend the school 
with sufficient clothing to last during the full period of 
the instruction. Those who have completed the present 
course at Fort Sill will be returned to their respective 
regiments immediately after June 30, when funds for 
transportation will be available. 


Supervision of Post Exchange and Similar Funds. 


The War Department being satisfied that the admin- 
istration of post exchange, organization, and similar 
funds are not receiving sufficient supervision, and 
though many of the irregularities arising are no doubt 
due to the inexperience of the officers responsible for 
these funds, has suggested to corps area and department 
commanders that for a time a closer supervision be 
adopted. This will be with a view to insuring that all 
responsible officers are eon informed as to the ex- 
penses which are authorized from these funds and as 
2 the proper methods to be followed in accounting for 
them.

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ON HOLDING UP OF NOMINATIONS 
No Sound Reason for Blocking a Whole List. 


The holding up of Army nominations by the protest 
against a single nominee, as in the case of Major Rob- 
ert Gray Peek, Inf., and other instances where long lists 
of nominations to which there could be no objection have 
been blocked by dispute over a single nomination, has 
put forward the suggestion that Congress might make 
some general provision of law whereby the machinery of 
nomination and confirmation be changed. The sugges- 
tion is that the disputed nomination be set aside, or 
held in suspense, and the nominations below it be eon- 
firmed without delay. According to competent legal opin- 
ion the Senate is not estopped from doing just this, and 
the effect would be in the present. instance, in the mat- 
ter of promotion to lieutenant colonel, that if the Senate 
held in suspense a single nomination and confirmed the 
rest the Army -~would then have 673 lieutenant colonels, 
whereas the law provides for 674. 

According to this opinion there is “too much law” 
now affecting the Army and promotions of the commis- 
sioned personnel, and to change the present law would 
be inviting irregularities perhaps of far greater import 
than that to which attention is now directed by the in- 
stance relative to Major Peck. Changing the procedure 
relative to nomination and confirmation is considered in- 
advisable because it would have a tendency to encour- 
age the Senate to hold up individual nominations for 
any reason, as in the case under discussion, and to de- 
prive an officer of his promotion because of the fact that 
his performance of duty did not satisfy some particular 
Senator or Senators. The Army, it is emphasized, is an 
institution governed by law and regulation, and com- 
posed of an officer personnel permanent in its nature. 
These laws and regulations are such that if an officer 
fails of performing his duty. he is punished by court- 
martial or eliminated from the Service. The methods 
of getting rid of undesirable officers are sufficiently pro- 
vided for in law and under no circumstances should fail- 
ure to confirm be resorted to in order to get an officer 
out of the Army: 

lhe pomt is, that if an officer is qualified to remain 
in the Service, he is qualified under the law to be ad- 
vanced when his turn comes on the promotion list. The 
underlying principle of promotion by seniority and of 
the Class B provision of the act of June 4, 1920, is 
that every officer shall be promoted when his turn comes 
or he shall be eliminated from the Service, but no officer 
shall be held in his grade while his juniors pass over 
him. The passing over of an officer by his juniors, it is 
is exactly what would happen if the law were 
changed so that might be confirmed while a 
Senior was under investigation by the Senate. The pres- 
eut rule is therefore regarded as sound, for the senior’s 
fase niust be completely cleared up before any naj 
¢an be. promoted over him. 

The officers on the list of nominations eventually lose 
“See ug financially when they are held up by non-con- 
firmation, because when finally confirmed they draw back 
pay from the date the vacancies occurred to which’ they 
Were promoted, In view of the fact that all of an offi- 
cer’s juniors in the Army, except officers of the Medica! 
Department and the chaplains, are on the single list be- 
low him, the juniors are also held up. The officer loses 
nothing of his right to command and generally his right 
to quarters. Before the adoption of the single list, when 
oflicers were promoted from separate lineal lists for each 
branch, it often happened that when an officer of one

reason, those “blocked” suffered in their right to com- 
mand and in preference in drawing quarters, because 
officers of other branches were not held up but were 
promoted. For example, a block in the Infantry arm 
due to lack of confirmation resulted in holding back in 
the grade of lieutenant a large group of officers.

APPRECIATIONS OF 
Work of Allenby’s Mounted Troops in 

“The inculeation of an offensive spirit, which must be 
the primary object of the course, is best obtained by the 
study of open warfare offensive situations.” This idea 
is stated by Lieut. Col. H. A. Drum, U.S.A., director of 
the School of the Line, in his annual report of the work 
of the school for 1919-1920, in his discussion of “Tactical 
Policies.” Thus is incorporated in the courses at the 
General Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth the idea 
that predominated in the General Staff of the A.E.F. 
from the day it began work in France until its cam- 
paign came to an end on Noy. 11, 1918. Colonel Drum 
states that in making changes in the course and methods 
of instruction at the School of the Line: “There was a 
tendency to have the peculiarities of the stabilized war- 
fare of the Western Front predominate in the profes- 
sional views. The school course was drawn up with the 
foregoing in mind. While broader professional views 
were introduced and full benefits of our war experience 
were utilized, the course was based primarily on the 
recognized principles of open warfare which were ac- 
cepted as the soundest preparation for war.” 

The fact that the “established warfare of the Western 
Front” made the cavalry arm, as such, almost useless on 
both sides of the long line of trenches fram the North 
Sea to Switzerland led’ many writers on the World War 
to declare that the day of the mounted troops was done 
forever. There were, however, military authorities who 
could not be convinced that all future wars were to be 
fought in stabilized positions. To such authorities the 
cavalry still had its “place in the sun.” And it is 
heartening to believers in this arm of the Service to find 
in two recent war books warm appreciations of the cav- 
alry and a profound belief in its future. The first of 
these is in the chapter on “Cavalry’s Opportunity” in 
W. T. Massey's volume describing-‘‘Allenby’s Final Tri- 
umph,” in the last phases of the British campaign in Pal- 
estine. Mr. Massey writes: 

“The last part of the campaign in Palestine was un- 
like anything else in the war It afforded the oppor- 
tunity all cavalrymen hoped for of proving that a large 


force of mounted troops was as necessary in an army 


to-day as in the past. Indeed, the operations firmly 
established the fact that cavalry were more 
required in the British army, which has to protect every 
link of a far-flung imperial line and may at any time be 
called upon to operate in country where mobility is most 
essential, and though the big following of the school 
trained in the trenches of the western front will proba- 
bly continue to maintain that the day of mounted troops 
is past there is little fear that the lesson of the Pales- 
tine campaign will be ignored. Tanks, airplanes and 
the best of the new mechanisms of war are, we know.

the cimpaign were obtained by mounted troops. They 
accomplished in six weeks what the infantry would have 
taken at least a year, and perhaps two years, to do.” 
General Bernhardi, in his new work on “The War of 
the Future,” raises a warning voice against underesti- 
mating the cavalry. -In his discussion of the “Tactics 
of Cavalry’ he writes: “If we ever see cavalry battles in 
the grand style again in some future war (which is not 
altogether impossible) it is certain that there wil! be no 
question of the so-called ‘three-line’ tactics with its sup- 
ports. Even before the war it could be seen that these 
fighting methods. were entirely out of date. Unfortu- 
nately, it has had an unhappy influence: upon the devel- 
opment of the cavalzy arm and led it ivio false paths ‘in 
spite of all warnings. Under the condifions of to-day

DISCRIMINATION IN MARKSMANSIIIP Extra Pay. 


In the formation of the new machine gun and howitzer 
companies a situation has arisen that is considered un- 
fair to the new units with regard to the provision grant- 
ing extra pay, to enlisted men in the com- 
batant arms of the Service who qualify as _ riflemen. 
Under the present regulations it is not possible to offer 
to the men of these units the same inducements to pro- 
ficient marksmanship that are offered to other arms. In 
the Infantry, Cavalry, Coast Artillery and Field <Ar- 
tillery, those who qualify as especially apt in shooting 
or in the handling of certain firearms are given five, 
three or two dollars a month, according to their degree 
of proficiency, as additional regular pay, and suitable 
medals which may be worn at the discretion of the 
owner. This inducement has operated to stimulate in- 
terest in accurate shooting with the rifle and other 
weapous and this has proved a decided advantage in 
keeping good men in the Service, and in developing good 
marksmanship. But no inducement for special profi- 
ciency in their use has followed the introduction into 
the Service of the automatic rifle, the machine gun, the 
37-mm. howitzer, and enlisted men who use these 
weapons feel keenly the unfairness of the situation. In 
the new tables of organization, in the Infantry there 
are four organizations in each regiment which are pro- 
hibited from receiving the additional compensation pro- 
vided for riflemen and artillery gunners, namely, the 
three machine gun companies and one howitzer com- 
pany. As was recently noted it was proposed to secure 
from the 67th Congress the legislation necessary to pro- 
vide extra compensation to be paid to men who qualify 
with machine guns, automatic rifles and the 37-mm. 
howitzer. Former Secretary of War Baker, in a memo- 
randum dated Feb. 21, 1921, suggested this and the pro- 
posal was approved on March 5,.but so far as known 
the War Department has not as yet recommended to 
Congress appropriation to be added to the pay of the 
Army that would provide the small sum necessary. It 
is hoped the inequality will be recognized and steps taken 
at once to give equal incentive to special effort on the 
part of enlisted men to become proficient in the use of 
new pieces as well as the old. The proposed legislation 
would inglude members of machine gun, automatic rifle 
and 37-mm. gun units in the existing statute providing 
for increased compensation for expert rifleman, sharp- 
shooter, etc. 
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EXPIRATION OF OFFICERS’ ENROLMENTS, N.R.F. 

It has been brought to the atteution of the Bureau of 
Navigation that many officers of the Naval Reserve 
Force are not properly informed as to the dates of cx- 
piration of their enrolments. Members of the N.R.F. 
who enrolled in the Naval Reserve in enlisted ratings 


“and were subsequently appointed officers in the Naval 


Reserve Force, in many cases, were issued discharges to 
accept such appointments. Any discharges issted in 
these cases are in error, and the officers’ enrolments will 


expire four years from the dates of their original enrol- ~ 


ments in the Naval Reserve Force, The enrolments of 
former members of the National Naval Volunteers who 
were transferred to the Reserve Force on July 1, 1915, 
whether later commissioned officers in the Naval Reserve 
Force or not, expire three years from the dates of last 
enrolments or commissions in the N.N.V. regardless of 
any discharges issued to accept appointments as officers 
in the Naval Reserve Force.

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DISTRIBUTION OF VicToRY MEDALS. 

The authorization by the War Department of Fed- 
erally recognized National Guard officers to -certify- to 
true or exact copies of discharge certificates in connec- 
tion with the issue of Victory Medais. has given great 
impetis to the distribution. Reports from Victory 
Medal officers throughout the country indicate that ap- 
plications for the medal are being received at the rate of 
100,000 a month and that greater interest is being ‘mani- 
fested in this award. The objection of many ex-Service 
men to part, even temporarily, with their discharge cer- 
tificates was the primary consideration in granting this 
recent authority to National Guard-officers. It is now 
possible for an applicant for the medal to have a true or 
extract copy of his discharge certificate authenticated by 
any Regular or National Guard officer or any civil officer 
empowered to administer oaths. This permits the ap- 
plicant to retain his discharge while using the copy to 
secure his medal. Victory Medal officers are now lo- 


cated in most of the larger cities of the country and are 
issuing medals upon presentation of discharge certifi-

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GENERAL FRIES ON CHEMICAL WARFARE. 
Lecture Delivered at General Steff College. 


Following are extracts from the interesting lecture on 
“Chemical. Warfare and Its Effects on Strategy and 
Tacties” delivered by Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries, Chief 
of Chemical Warfare Service, at the General Staff Cel- 
lege on May 11, as recently noted. 

“Chemical warfare is the latest development of war. 
So far as the United States is concerned, it is consider- 
less than four years old. It is the most scientific 
of all metheds of fighting and also the most universally 
applicable te all other methods of making war. ‘The 
use of poisonous and irritating gases in war is just as 
fundamental as the introduction of gunpowder. The 
general staff and the army commander who sticks to old 
and tried methods and who is unwilling to try with all 
bis might developments, never achieves any first

“The wars of the future will become more and more 
wars of the specialists. Your Infantry may remain the 
backbone of the fighting force, but if it has not the Ar- 
tillery, the Aviation, the Chemical Warfare, the Engi- 
neers, the tanks and other specialists to back it up, it 
will be overcome by the army which has such specialists, 
The Chemical Warfare officers on the staff of armics, 
corps and divisions are there for the purpose of giving 
expert advice as to the quantities of « ‘hemical materials 
av: — the best conditions for using them, and the 
best way of avoiding the effects of enemy gas upen our 
own troops. The conditions that must be kept jn mind 
are so many that no other officer can be expected tu 
master and keep them if he does his own work well. 

“You cannot confine the use of gas to any one arm. 
You may then ask why if it is applicable to all arms it 
should need special gas troops. Special gas troops are 
for the purpose of putting off great quaniities of chemi- 
cal warfare materials by special methods that are not 
applicable to any other branch now organized or that 
any other branch has the time to master. Long-range 
firing of gas by the artillery can be done just as well by 
the artillery as by gas troops. Why? Because in the 
mechanics of firing chemical ammunition there is no dif 
ference whatever ‘from the mechanics of firing high ex- 
plosives or shrapnel. The same will be true of gas riffe 
grenades and smoke candles in use by the infantry. ‘The 
same will be true of the drepping of gas bombs and the 
=prinkling of gas by the airplanes. 


Effect on World War 


“\ brief study ef the effects of chemical warfare ma 
terials on the strategy of the World War will indicate 
its future. It began with clouds of chlorine let loose 
from heavy cylinders buried under the firing trench. 
These took a long time to install and then a wait, some- 
times long, sometimes brief. for a favorable wind, but 
even at that these cloud gas attacks created a new 
method of fighting and forced new methods of protec- 
tion. Gas at onee added a tremendous burden to supply 
in the field, to manufacture, and to transportation, and 
short time even made some decided changes in the

Really all gases are nearly or 
these which volatilize suddenly from the 
liquid state so cool the air as to cause clouds of con- 
densed water vapor. Cloud gas was the real cause of 
the highly organized raid that became common in every 
army during the World War. ‘The real purpose in the 
first raids, carried out by means of the box barrage, was 
to find out whether or not gas cylinders were being in- 
stalled in trenches. The organized raid finally became 
also, in a large measure, responsible for driving the old 
cloud gas off the field of battle. It did not, however, 
stop the British from putting off cloud gas attacks in 
1918 by installing their gas cylinders on their light rail- 
way cars. This enabled them to move their materials 
to the front and put off gas attacks on a few hours’ 
notice when the wind was right.

Since we can 
choose gases that are either liquid or solid, that are ir- 
ritating only or highly poisonous, that are visible or in- 
visible, that persist for days or that pass with the wind, 
we have a weapon applicable to every act of war and for 
that matter, to every act of peace. But you have got 
to plan its use, remembering there is no middle ground 
in war, it is success or failure, life or death.

At 
Fort Grant, in 191% a board of medical officers of the

It is estimated by those who are familiar with the 
situation in this country that an average of 1,000 former 
Service men a month are applying to the United States 
Government for medical treatment, claiming disability 
is due, directly or indirectly, to service in the World 
War. Six months ago there were approximately 15,000 
soldier patients 
Now there are about 30,000, and in the opinion of those 
conversant with conditions the number will continue to 
increase for several years to come. Colonel Gilchrist 
said there is no doubt some of these men are suffering ill 
effects from warfare gases, but “on the other hand,” he 
said, “many are not, and in justice to them and to the 
Government, it is believed the exact after-effects of 
gases should be known.” 
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FRENCH NAVY NOTES. 
From Our French Correspondent. 
France's Naval Expenditure for 1921. 

France’s naval expenditure for 1921 amounts to 
nearly 1,084,000,000 francs which, owing to the de- 
preciation, represents only 300,000,000 frances in pre- 
war money. A motion of ex-Minister of War Lefévre 
advocating the suppression of the Navy on the plea that 
a supreme army is the sole need of France was unani- 
mously rejected by the Chamber that affirmed the vital 
importance of a strong fleet to the Republic, and the 
interdependence of naval and military power. Economy 
and retrenchment are, of course, momentary obligations 
for France, that has suffered from the war more than 
any other belligerent and obtained, as yet, no repara- 
tion for the wholesale devastation of her northern prov- 
inces. But Frenchmen have no intention whatever to 
give up their privileged situation on the water which 
they derive from their unique strategic position, from 
their many fine colonial points dappui, hardy Breton 
seafaring populations and glorious naval traditions that 
are only second to those of England. France having de- 
voted her whole heart and soul towards securing victory 
for the Allies, her arsenals instead of building ships 
having been employed making armament and ammuni- 
tion, her navy has lost much ground since 1914, when 
she was estimated to be equal or superior to the fine 
American armada. 

France is essentially an ocean power by virtue of her 
sea border, of the finest European harbor, Brest,- and 
of her points d’appui to be found in every sea. In the 
world conflict, the German pirates would have won if 
they had had at their disposal such safe and well 
equipped refuges as Dakar, Fort de France, Diego- 
Suarez in the Indian Ocean, Nouméa in the Pacific, 
Saigon in the Yellow Sea, the splendid stronghold 
Bizerta in the Mediterranean. Alone of the former 
European rivals of Britain (Spain and Holland, and 
also Germany), France has successfully weathered the 
“tempest and the breeze’”’ of eight centuries of continu- 
ous sea pursuits and stands to-day at the forefront of 
navies, with temporarily reduced capabilities, but with 
undiminished self-confidence and possibilities. 

As the true measure of naval power resides, not in 
paper strength, but in the number of efficient and fully 
manned units in constant readiness for immediate action, 
Minister Guisthau has ordered the seven 24,000-ton bat- 
tleships (that are in the matter of armament and rela- 
tive worth counterparts to the U.S.S. Texas and Ar- 
kansas types) to be placed in full commission on the 
completion of their extensive refit. These dreadnoughts, 
that are superior to the 22,000-ton Dorias of Italy, have 
in several respects benefited with the lessons of the war. 
They do not compare with the latest United States 
super-dreadnoughts in the matter of invulnerability to 
submarine explosions, and for obvious reasons; yet 
Gallic ingénieurs succeeded in rendering the 18,000-ton 
Voltaire (torpedoed twice off Milo, 1918) proof against 
two torpedo hits; the 24,000-ton Bretagnes have some 
chance not to be at the mercy of one or even two tor- 
pedoes. Aerial attack has also been provided against in 
the shape of improved anti-airplane armament and of 
special wire or armored screens over vital parts of tHe 
ships. Motors have been modified with a view to eco- 
nomical consumption and to higher sea speed and, above 
all, the effective range of the guns (13.4-inch) has been 
considerably increased. Experiments at 18,000 meters 
(20,000 yards) with aerial control have been success- 
fully carried out. The “obus alourdi’ type shells (three 
per cent. explosive charge) that were (from compara- 
tive experiments) much superior to the British and 
equal to the German projectiles that did so well at 
Jutland, have been further improved; and with up-to- 
date training and fighting spirit prevailing on board, the 
small French battle force would prove a tough nut to 
crack for a very much larger fleet, especially if. acting at 
proximity of well equipped French submarine and aerial 
centers. Without minimizing the capital value of cali- 
ber, Paris experts hold that accurate shooting, together 
with the right sort of projectiles, is the factor that tells 
most, provided of course difference in calibers is not 
very great. The German 11-inch guns, for instance, 
held their own at Jutland against the British 13.5 for 
the reason that the latter had inferior shells. 

Guns of Large Caliber. 

But with fleets equally well trained, superiority of 
caliber will decide the day; and no expert denies here 
that the United States 16-inch capital shipsS will a few 
years hence form the most formidable battle force in 
existence, if, the quality of the personnel comes up to 
the excellence of the matériel, which is not doubted. So 
well convinced are French experts that the big gun is 
the arbiter of batailles d’escadres, that an 18-inch type 
of ordnance is now in course of construction. It has 
been proposed to arm the four 25,000-ton Normandics 
how afloat with six guns of that caliber as a substitute 
for the twelve 13.4-inch weapons of the original design, 
how judged to be obsolete. The new 450-mil. gun is 
Claimed to be superior to the 18-inch English and Amer- 
fean designs. 

The adoption by the United States and Britain 
of superior types of light cruisers (Omaha-Hawkins 
Classes) has led the Paris Admiralty to substitute for 
the six 5,200-ton projected “éclaireurs” a lesser number 
(probably three) of 8,000-ton and 35-knot “croiseurs 
Kégers” to carry the new 194-mil. quick-firer (115-kilo. 


shell) which is an excellent weapon for its size, much . 


better. than the British 7.5-inch and Italian 8-inch. 
While admiring the volume of fire which the U.S.S. 
Omahas will yield, Paris experts unanimously fayor 
the biggest practicable caliber for our 1921 cruisers, and 
~Many would go up to 240 mil. (94-inch) if certain 
difficulties concerning the rate of fire could be overcome.

Sydney versus Emden, etc.) caliber invariably proved 
to be the determining factor. 

In the’ destroyer line it is felt that superior quality 
alone is a paying investment and that it would not do 
for France to commence in 1921 types of contretor- 
pilleurs inferior to American and British flotilla units, 
already in commission. Consequently, the-destroyers to 
be ordered a few months hence will mount the excellent 
5.5-inch gun, the range of which is 18,000 meters. 

In submarines, it is intended to simultaneously con- 
struct 600-ton coastal units and 1,200-ton high sea 
boats. Plans for larger armored submersible cruisers 
have been prepared, but, in the light of war teachings, 
Paris experts are adverse to putting too many eggs in 
underwater baskets, their view being that torpedoes, 
and not guns, are the weapons par ezcellence of subma- 
rines, and that smooth-working and reliable units mat- 
ter infinitely more than paper strength. The intention 
is to yearly place in hand ten or twelve new submers- 
ibles of up-to-date design. French steam (geared turbine) 
submarines have been copied in both the British and 
American navies and represent plenty of advantages in 
theory, but as a result of war experience it has been 
decided to discontinue that class of construction. 

There is no basis for the affirmation that French avia- 
tion is, at present, superior to the American. Work and 
effort tell quickly in that branch, and while French de- 
signers remain to the fore, there has been in France no 
counterpart to the splendid aviation movement witnessed 
in the States. Aerial exercises are carried out on a much 
smaller scale in the French navy. No aviation without 
finances: here is an American point of superiority. The 
1921 Budget de la Marine, however, awards ample 
credits to the flying arm and provides for extensive 
bombing experiments on the ex-Austrian Prinz Eugen 
and other ships. The ambition is to make France first 
in the air, and, from the air, to enable her to control 
barrow European seas. 

As a reaction against the long, monotonous effort 
seamen have sustained in the course of thé war, there 
has been a crisis in the naval recruiting of every Euro- 
pean navy. Quality rather than quantity sums up the 
recrhiting program of the Paris Admiralty. In the 
hardy Breton fishermen of Iceland and Newfoundland, 
France possesses a unique source of recruiting, and 
Bretons will compose the bulk of the 50,000 men of the 
flect personnel.

HANDLING A RIGID AIRSHIP. 
Navy Department's Plans for the ZR-2. 


With the arrival of America’s first rigid airship, the 
ZR-2, nearing, tentative plans calling for her flight 
across the Atlantic in midsummer, arrangements for 
handling her in this country are being rushed. Lake- 
hurst, N.J., will be her first “port of call,” but it is in- 
tended to follow up with extensive flights so that all 
sections of the country may have an early opportunity 
of seeing the giant ship, which ardent lighter-than-air 
enthusiasts believe is the forerunner in the United States 
of many others both for military and commercial use. 

At Lakehurst the Navy is building a huge hangar to 
accommodate the ZR-2 and her sister ship, the ZR-3, 
which is to be constructed there. This will be the only 
place in the United States with accommodations for an 
airship of the size of these and the first consideration is 
being given to provide for anchorages for them at vari- 
ous places. To meet this problem the mooring mast has 
been developed and aeronautical authorities claim it has 
increased the value of rigid airships for commercial pur- 
poses 500 per cent. and reduced the expense of opera- 
tion of such ships 100 per cent. Where, heretofore, it 
has been necessary to provide huge hangars at all ter- 
minals and intermediate stations where transference of 
passengers and freight took place, the mooring mast sup- 
plies a quick, safe, and economical means for carrying 
out these operations wherever desired. Even medium 
sized towns along main aerial transport lines may now 
be linked up and used as way stations by the mere pro- 
vision of a latticed steel mast from 100 to 150 feet 
high, provided with an elevator for conveying passen- 
gers, freight and express from the ground to and from 
the airship. 

The great feature of this “mooring out” plan is the 
fact that where it requires from 300 to 400 men to moor 
a ship on the ground, or to “walk” her in and out of the 
hangar, six men only were required to manipulate the 
mooring apparatus in the new mast. ‘In the winds of 
the highest velocity only ten men were required. The 
mast itself is a web-steel structure 115 feet in heiglit, 
with a revolving circular platform housed-in at the top, 
and above the platform a mooring apparatus in cylindri- 
eal form swung on gimbals which permits the ship 
when moored to sway with the wind and swing to all 
points of the compass. The mast contains pipes for 
furnishing water ballast, gasoline, lubricating oil, and 
lifting gas for the airship. 

In the spring of 1919 the British Air Ministry carried 
out tests with a mooring mast. A rigid airship was 
moored to this mast for two months, riding out storms 
aud winds in perfect safety. Since then remarkable im- 
provements have been made and ever since Feb. 2, 1921, 
the great rigid airship R-33, sister ship of the R-34, 
which crossed the Atlantic to the United States in 1919, 
has been moored to one of these masts. She has ridden 
out gales when the wind reached a velocity of ninety 
miles an hour, and she has been moored and released 
from the mast when the wind was as high as fifty miles 
an hour, without damage or mishap. 

The m¢thod of meoring is extremely simple. When an 
airship approaches, a cable, which runs from a winch 
from the ground up the mast and through the cylinder, 
is led down again to the ground and out to a point 
about 600 feet from the mast in the direction from which 
the airship is approaching. Two men stand by the end 
of the cable, one man at the winch, and three to five 
others in the top of the mast. They transmit signals 
and operate the cables and ms¢hinery. The airship ap- 
proaches at a height of abot 500 feet, her mooring 
eable being let down in a loop. It is then shackled up 
to the mooring mast cable and at a signal, ballast is dis- 
charged from the airship untl she is about two tons 
light, and trimmed down at the stern. She then rises 
to a height of about 1,200 feet. At a signal from the 
airship, “Haul down,” the wiach is started and draws 
the airship down to about 500 fect above the top of the 
mast. ‘I'wo other cables are leé cpt from the bow of the 
ship, and secured to two surgilg “ables on the mast. he 
airship is then drawu down aniil a cone on her: bow 
fits into a cone on the top of cylinder of the mooring 
mast. When the two cylinders ure firmly “sct home,” 
locking springs lock the ship to the mast. To release 
an airship from a mooring most is equally simple. 

Mooring masts in the Unisé States will prove of 





extraordinary value on account of the great extent of 
the country. An airship operating corporation” needs 
only have terminals on the Atlantic and. Pacific coasts 
and possibly two stretched across the country. All in- 
termediate stops will be made at masts, reducing the 
personnel overhead and expediting the ship when en 
route, little delay being occasioned in mooring with the 
new device. 


RADIO CONTROL OF U.S.S. IOWA. 
Secretary Denby Describes Operation of Crewless Shia, 


In connection with the locating and bombing with 
dummy bombs of the U.S.S. Iowa to take place on June 
28, as noted in our issue of May 21, page 1031, Secretary 
of the Navy Denby on May 26 gave a description of 
how the radio control of the Iowa is operated. On 
the day set for the test the Iowa will be from fifty to 
100 miles off the Virginia capes headed inshore. Then, 
Secretary Denby said: 

_ When everything on board the Iowa is ready, the main ex 

gines are started up and left running very slowly. The ship 
is then abandoned, and the officer aboard the controlling ship 
has control of the Iowa. The first radio signal sent out ig 
intercepted by the aerial on the Iowa and is received by the 
radio receiver located well below deck. , This signal is then 
amplified by means of special vacuum tube amplifiers and ig 
made to operate a very sensitive relay or switch which is 
turn operates a larger relay. Whis large relay closes an elec- 
trical circuit. which operates an electrically controlled pneu- 
matic valve. When this valve opens, it admits compressed ait 
to the throttle contro! of the main engines, which causes the 
throttle to open and bringethe ship up to full speed. The 
above relay also operates a device called a communicator, 
which is a special switch having control of the steering 
mechanism. 

The steering gear consists of a standard steam engine driven 
rudder gear, the throttle valve of the engine being geared to~ 
a small electric motor. The commutation is connected to the 





control panel of this motor and is thus able to operate the . 
electric motor, which in turn causes the steam engine to drive © 


the rudder to either starboard or port as desired. A very 
novel feature of this installation is the automatic steering 
which is made possible with the aid of a gyro-compass. Tha 
compass is electrically connected to the control panel of the 
electric motor on the steering gear, so that the ship can be 
made to hold any course. The gyro-compass immediately 
operates the steering gear to return the ship to her course, 
The officer sending the control signals can steer the Iowa te 
either starboard or port or may put the gyro-ecompass in 
control and hold a steady course. 

The commutator might be considered the mechanical brains 
of the*Ilowa. It receives the radio signals and interprets 
them, passing them on directly to the electric motor con- 
trolling the steering engine, if the order is either starboard 
or port, or giving the-gyro-compass control, if that is the 
order. If the officer in control desires to stop the lowa he 
sends a long signal of about ten seconds’ duration. This 
operates a° special relay which opens the circuit on an elec: 
trically controlled pneumatic valve, which shuts off the various 
fuel oil and feed water pumps, thus shutting dewn the power 
plant and stopping the ship. A special safety device is pro- 
vided in the form of a time clock, which automatically shuts 
everything down in case the radio receiving apparatus should 
become inoperative or in case no control signals were received 
after a certain lapse of time. 

The radio receiving instruments and amplifiers are Navy 
type instruments. The special relays for converting the radio 
signal to a form which can be made to control the electrical 
devices were furnished by John Hays Hammond, jr. The 
electrically operated pneumatic valves and their controlling 
relays for controlling the throttie valves of the main engines, 
the automatic time clock, the commutator, and the electrical 
control for the steering gear (with the exception of the gyro: 
compass iiself) were furnished by the General Electric Company,

ORDNANCE TRANSPORT DEVELOPMENT. 
Mechanica] Substitute for Animals Being Worked Out. 


In the motorization of mobile artillery the United 
States, unlike other nations, approached the problem 
from the standpoint of the direct substitution of me- 
chanical structure for the existent animal draft. The 
actual effecting of such substitution, insofa® as the basic 
unit, the battery, is concerned, resolved itself intg three 
distinct problems, viz.: transport for the weapon, 
transport for the individually m~unted man, and trans- 
port of ammunition, together with other combat stores, 
equipment, etc., within the ‘sattery. The Ordnance De- 
partment has exerted every effort to create the mechani- 
eal substitute for the horse in every phase of artillery 
use and it is now believed that the results so far ob- 
tained in experimentation and development work in this 
fivld of activity indicate a possible successful solution 
of these three basic problems. _ 

The transport of the weapon is already a fact and al- 
though by no means the ultimate, and far from perfect, 
the vehicle produced for this purpose has in general ful- 
filled its function as a replacement for the team in draft. 
It must be remembered that the transition from animal. 
to tractor drawn guus was made in the midst of a great 
war and that the medium which made this transition 
possible was produced rapidly in quantity ‘under war 
conditions. ‘The horse was temporarily retained in tho 
battery to transport scouts, agents and personnel con- 
nected with fire control, but it was soon found that com- 
plications arising fry the difference in fuel and forage 
supply, rate of march, periods devoted to care and main- 
tenance, prohibited the combination of animal and motor 
equipment. High speed wheeled motor vehicles such as 
motorcycles and special touring cars were substituted 
for the horse but these, while improving the condition, 
are practically confined to good roads operation, and, 
therefure, limit the mobility of that portion of the bat- 
tery which should be far more mobile than the guns. The 





reconnaissance tractor, now under development, a 


excellent capabilities of ‘high speed both on and o' 

roads, ability to negotiate rugged terrain, and sustained 
navigating ability on water, is believed to surpass the 
performance of the horse us a transport agency for the 
individually mounted man. 

The solution of the third phase of the battery problem 
has as its object the elimination of the wheeled truck, 
and although no actual model has as yet been produced, 
preliminary experimental development gives great prom- 
ise and it is hoped, with the production in the near 
future of an actual structure for test purposes, that the 
basis will be established for a satisfactory track and 
track mechanism to be used for the conversion of stand- 
ard wheeled cargo trucks into track layers. The Ord- 
nance Department now bas under construction a special 
form of the Chase type track which differs only from 
that already successfully applicd to a standard. Ford

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PROVISIONS FOR WAR VETERANS. 
Hospital Provision for Disabled Veterans. 





First fruits of Congressional action to previde better 
and mere ample facilities for the care of disabled veter- 
anus of the World War were announced on May 10. By 
autherity of Congress the Treasury Department was re- 
cently directed te transfer to the War Department $750,- 
000 for the enlargement of the Fitzsimons General Hos- 
pital, Denver, Colo., to enable it to take care of tuber- 
cular cases among veterans of the late war. These funds 
were turned over to the War Department on April 20 
and an immediate start was made by the Construction 
Service of the Quartermaster Corps in the preperation 
ef plans and specifications for enlarging this hespital by 
approximately 600 beds. This work includes the remod- 
eling and completion of six large ward buildings of 
about 100 beds each, the. construction of a new store- 
house, some additions to existing storehouses, the erec- 
tiem of quarters for eight officers and six non-commis- 
sioned officers, an administration building, additions to 
the laundry, refrigerafing plmpt, and bakery. It also 
involves the extension of water, sewer and electric light- 
ing system and roads, and the enlargement of the beat- 
ing plant. 

4,000 Hospital Beds Available by October. 

Surgeon General Merritte W. Ireland, U.S.A., esti- 
mates that there will be 4,000 Army hospital beds avail- 
able by Oct. 1, for disabled former Service men. From 
present indications there will be a shortage of Regular 
Army nurses to provide for the demand if patients are 
sent to the Army hospitals in sufficient numbers to fill 
their capacities, but if it becomes necessary the Red 
Cross Association may be called upon to resort to their 
reserve nurses and detail them to the Army service. 

Army Hospitals for Public Health Service. 

Im line with the decision of the War Department to 
do everything possible for disabled veterans of the World 
War, Major Gen. H. L. Rogers, the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army, reports that he has practically com- 
pleted the transfer to the Public Health Service of the 
Army hospitals at Fort McHenry, Md.; Fort Bayard, 
N.M.; Whipple Barracks, Ariz.; Fox Hills, N.Y. ; Oteen. 
N.C., and Camp Kearny, Calif.. with all real estate, 
buildings and improvements. Quartermaster supplies 
amounting to $1,192,336 have also been turned over. In 
addition, three Army posts are now available for the use 
of the Public Health Service. These are Fort MacKen- 
zie, Wyo.; Fort Walla Walla, Wash., and Fort Logan 
H. Roots, Ark., with all real estate, buildings and equip- 
ment, and they will be capable of providing hospital 
facilities, in addition to the Army hospitals, for patients 
of the Bureau of War Risk Insurance or of the Federal 
Board for Vocational Training. Fort Walla Walla and 
Fort Mackenzie have not been used as military posts 
for some time and the small detachment at Fort Logan 
H. Roots has been ordered elsewhere. 


National Hospital Day at Whipple Barracks. 

More than 3,500 persons, residents of Prescott, Ariz., 
and the neighborhood, visited the Public Hetlth Service 
Hospital at Whipple Barracks on May 12, national hos- 
pital day. say the Prescott Evening Courier and the 
Journal-Miner of that city, each of which newspapers 
devoted more than four pages to the event. An excel- 
lent program of addresses, music numbers and other 
forms of enfértainment was given. The visitors thronged 
the post hospital, reconstruction service headquarters, 
the various medical clinics, headquarters building, regis- 
trar’s office, receiving ward, vocational service and Red 
Cross buildings. Flowers sent to the soldier patients by 
the Chambers of Commerce of Yavapai and Maricopa 
counties were distributed among them by young ladies.

OPINIONS OF J.A.G. OF THE NAVY. 

Following are recent opinions rendered by the Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy: 

Jurisdiction to Convene General Courts-Martial. 

A G.C.M. was convened by order of the commander, Air 
Porce, Pacific Fleet, the precept reading in part: “Pursuant 
to the authority vested in me by the Commander-in-Chief, U.S 
Pacific Fleet, a G.C.M. is hereby ordered te convene on board 
the U.S.S. Aroostook.” The Seeretary of the Navy is the only 
authority whe can empower the commanding officers of those 
wnits specified by Congress in the act of Aug. 29, 1916, to con- 
vene general courts-martial. As naval courts-martial are courts 
eof limited jurisdiction, their records must show affirmatively 
that they have authority tg hear and determine cases coming 
before them for trial. Held that the proceedings, findings and 
sentence in the foregoi ease be set aside. 


Members of Qourt-Martial. 

. the record shows that upon the meeting 
mt thereof was absent, and-that the judge 
® stated that the president was unable to be present 
% to the fact that the vessel he commanded was on the 
point of sailing. There was nothing in the record showing 
that the president had the authority of the convening authority 
to absent himself. Held that an officer detailed to duty on 
a G.C.M. is, while so serving, exempt from other duty, except 
im cases cf emergency, to be judged by his commanding officer, 
who shall, in case he requires such officer to perform other 
duty, at once communicate with the convening authority, as- 
signing the reasons for his action. In case of absence on 
feave or other duty authorized by proper authority with the 
knowledge and spproval of the convening authority, a copy of 
the orders permitting or directing the absence of such member 
must be prefixed to the record. Except in cases of sickness, 
absence from duty by a member of a court-martial is not 
warranted unless with the knowledge and approval of the con- 
vering authority. Held, further, that the action of the presi- 
dent in this case was either a direct neglect of his duties as 
# member of the court-martial or that the judge advocate was 
neglectful in not prefixing a copy of the convening authority's 
order relieving the president from duty if such existed. Held, 
further, that as the court was not reduced below a lega) quorum 
and the interests of the accused were not prejudiced the above 
irregularity was not fatal. 


Date of Marine Corps Officers’ Commissions. 


Question: Would it be legal to give officers appointed to a 
permanent commissioned rank in the Marine Corps, date of 
rank corresponding to the dates stated in the temporary com- 
missions now held by them? The Naval Appropriation act of 
Jnty 11, 1919, fixed the temporary authorized enlisted strength 
of the Marine Corps at 27,400, which,number was made permna- 
nent by the Naval Appropriation act of June 4, 1920. As 4 
vyeault, vacancies were created, to which officers now holding 
temporary commissions therein are eligible fer appointment.

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WAR AND PEACE UNIFORMS. 


An officer of Cavalry expresses the view that the pres- 
ent uniform of the Army is unsatisfactory sinee it is 
an unsuccessful compromise between the needs of peace 
and the needs of war. While the large amount of the 
present uniform om hand may prevent any immediate 
change, he sees no reason why the subject of adopting 
a proper type of uniform should net be considered. Any 
new contracts could them be made for a uniform of new 
type, and the old uniform could still be wsed till ex- 
hausted. Our correspondent writes: 

“The requirements of war are almost the direet op- 
posite of those in time of peace. The attempt at a com- 
bination uniform to meet the needs of beth war and 
peace can but result in sacrifice of the qualities desired 
im one to those desired in the other, with the result that 
the uniform fails to meet the requirements of either 
class of service and becomes a makeshift. 

“The uniform to meet the needs of war should fur- 
nish the following qualities: It should be a bodily pro- 
tection to the varying kinds of weather, and of material 
best adapted to wear but not expensive. It should be 
comfortable ; should provide many pockets adapted to 
carrying articles very necessary in the field; inconspien- 
ous as to color; should furnish a ready means of the 
identity of the wearer as to rank and organization, but 
not in a too conspicuous manner. The above needs are 
not met by the present uniform. Some are sacrificed to 
appearance to meet the needs of the peace uniform. It 
is not comfortable, as it has a high collar and a clese- 
fitting form; it has small, useless pockets. 

“On the other hand, the uniform to meet the needs of 
peace should provide a dress in which the soldier can 
feel pride as to his appearance and which will furnish 
a very visible display of his braneh and organization ; 
of becoming color and military neatness that will be in 
keeping with that of the best dressed civilians. The uni- 
form fails to meet these requirements, all sacrificed to 
the needs of a war uniform. The bronze metal color in- 
signia are inconspieuous; the olive drab color was never 
becoming to any human being; brass buttons are elim- 
inated, and insignia of rank is made so inconspicuous 
that the result is detrimental to discipline. 

“So, we find that we have for a uniform a makeshift 
that fulfills neither the requirements of war nor these 
of peace. The uniform question will never be solved, 
until we provide two uniforms—one for war and field ser 
vice, and one for garrisow in time of peace. Let no con- 
ditions but those of war influence the make-up of the 
war uniform. Give it a collar that can be turned up or 
down, pockets inte which will fit all kinds of things de- 
sired in the field, a belt and loops to pull it tight at 
the waist when desired. Give it a waterproofing treat- 
ment if desirable, even if it does cause it to wrinkle. 
Then, give us another uniform for garrison, one that is 
made in keeping with the requirements of civilization 
and a little of the glamor that makes for discipline, pa- 
triotism and pride in being a soldier. 

“One uniform does not mean economy. It is neces- 
sary to have a service uniform of expensive cloth and 
fine tailored workmanship, as it must look well for dress, 
but it is too good te wear in the field; so we must haye 
another for field use. While the regulations say we have 
but one uniform, the fact remains that we have two or 
more. It would cost no more to have a field uniform of 
olive drab, which was kept always ready for field duty, 
and then put our expensive tailoring and good material 
into a blue dress uniform in which we could really feel 
dressed.” 
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DEVELOPMENT OF WARRANT GRADE. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I believe the following suggestions, intended to indi- 
eate what the warrant officer would wish to be considered 
in the development of his grade, are consistent with the 
present liberal policy of the War Department with ref- 
erence to improving the welfare of the men in the ranks 
and the warrant grade which, at present, marks the 
highest peak of advancement for the enlisted man. 

Pay.—The pay of the warrant officer should at least 
equal that of the highest enlisted grade—all allowances 
(family, rations, clothing, laundry, etc.), considered. 
Otherwise wherein lies the attraction of the grade for 
the master sergeants? 

Schools.—Special service schools for warrant officers 
to better qualify them for their various details as such 
and to increase their efficiency as officers in an emer- 
gency. 

Assignments.—Warrant officers should be assigned to 
the various serviees and placed on mailing lists for such 
matter as is ordinarily sent to officers of junior rank. 
This will make them feel that they are still part of the 
Army. 

Advancement.—Throw the “closed shop” policy of the 
eld Army im the discard and open-the door to commis- 
sioned service to the enlisted man through the warrant 
grade. Through the “closed shop” policy, an enlisted 
man or warrant officer, after he reaches the age of 
thirty finds that, at a time when he would, in civil life, 
be considered as having attained a higher degree of effi- 
ciency through years of practical experience, in the 
Army he is confronted with closed avenues te advance- 
ment. 

So much has already been done for the new recruit in 
the way of helping him to a commission—even prepara- 
tory schools for West Point examinations—that it would 
certainly seem proper to reward the faithful soldier who, 
through efficient performance of his duties would, in any 
other walk of life, have received promotion. The age at 
appointment of a warrant officer (possibly not in all 
eases) is such that it is too early to block advancement. 
It is true that efficiency in administrative work does not 
qualify for all duties expected of officers, but there are 
details which require assignment of an officer which 
could easily be filled by warrant officers. An “Army 
Administrative Corps,” with grades first lieutenant to 
major and details such as now performed by assistant 
quartermasters im corps area headquarters, post quar- 
termasters, regimental supply officers, athletic officers, 
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prison officers, police officers, provost marshals, recrwit- 
ing officers, etc., would solve the question.

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ANENT THE NEW LISTS. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In the ordinary cases of promotion the relative rank 
of officers is net greatly involved, as few are preometed 
as of the same date. But in the case of the July 1, 1920, 
promotions, the result is somewhat disturbing. Those 
officers who came inte the Army in 1901 are now mostly 








in the grade of lieutenant colonel, and therefore the rela- 
tive, lineal and promotion lists fer that grade show the 
peculiar resulis that come from re-ranking practically 
the entire grade in the attempt te comply with the act 
of June 4, 1920. As some 5386 officers were promoted 
lieutenant colonel on July 1, 1920, and the rule of total 
commissioned service applied in determining relative 
rank, the result is somewhat surprising. The 1899 West 
Point class ranges from Nos. 131 to 150 and then down 


from 320 to 349 on the relative list, and finds several ‘of 
the 1900 class ranking above some of the 1899 class. 
The 1900 class has members as high as No. 138 om the 
relative list and seme eleven of its members far eut- 
ranking the majority of the 1899 class. The bulk of 
the class of 1900 ranks from 587 to 606. 


The provision that gives credit from date of commis- 
siem without regard to date of acceptance does u rt oper- 
ate justly. The West Pointers, of course, accept their 
commissions on the date tendered, but many others get 


credit for long periods of delay while weighing the ques- 
tien. A half dozen waited over a year; the maximum 
hesitator waited 475 days. But all are credited with 
service for the time they were out. In the cases of offi- 
cers whe have lost files and rank by sentences of courts- 
martial, the new list makers seem to have pardoned their 
offenses and given back the rank of which the courts 
deprived them. Also those who failed on prometion ex- 
aminations and marked time for a year have had their 
disadvantage graciously wiped out. 

Those officers of Cavalry appointed first lieutenants in 
1901 and ranked below the West Point class of 1900, al- 
though having more service, find themselves still below 


it onthe promotion list, although they have jumped tkat 
class on the lineal and relative lists of their arm. While 
Cavalry seeond lieutenants of Feb. 2, 1901, cannot pass 
over first lieutenants of the same date on the promo- 
tion list, many of them have hopped over former seniors 


on the relative and lineal lists and many who were sec- 
ond lieutenants in other arms have jumped first lieuten- 


ants of Feb. 2, 1901, on all three lists. In my own ease 
I noticed seventy-one such who had hurdled ever me on 
the promotion list. I am ranked on the promotion list 
by eighty who have less service, and there are sixty-eight 
below me who have more service to their credit than 
mine. On the new relative list I find only seventeen 
above me with less service and four below me with more 
service. So it appears the relative list is a fairer propo- 


sition all around than the promotion list. In the case of 


the junior first lieutenant of Cavalry of Feb. 2. 1901. it 
is noted that there are 100 below him on the promotion 
list who are above him on the lineal or relative list. 
One Infantry officer of mueb service is ranked on the 
promotion list by 240 who have less service credit than 
he. The matter of ranking officers who have returned ‘to 
active service from the retired list seems yet to be un- 
solved. 


If total commissioned service -is the ofly thing to be 
considered it would seem better to at once fix the pro- 
motion list on that basis, not confining the changes only 
to those promoted on one day. If on the contrary, 
juniors in one arm are not to jump over their seniors in 
their own arm, they should not be jumped over seniors 
in another arm. While the writer has fared fairly well 
on the new deal. he cannot but feel that in many in- 
stances it has fallen short of solving fairly the problem.

THE ARMY FIELD CLERKS. 


To THe Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

I gather that it is planned te hold less than half of 
the present personnel of the Army field clerks im the Ser- 
viee, but whether in their same status or to be appointed 
warrant officers has not been decided. I served as an 
Army field clerk for thirty months, fifteen in France and 


Germany, the remainder in camps in the U.S. Shortly 
after the armistice I resigned to re-enter busimess. My 
experience enables me to observe conditions as they 
existed on both sides, and these conditions were “all 
wrong.” As te promotions; they are not made by 
seniority, nor were they forthcoming on one’s ability. 
1 know of one field clerk, still in the Service, who on 
account of his capabilities was chosen as chief clerk of 
a naturalization court at one of the large embarkation 
camps during the war. His hard work and faithfulmess 
were mainly responsible for the success of this court, 
which in a short period naturalized over 12,000 aliens. 
For this he was given special mention in an issued cir- 
cular, and then chosen to supervise another large func 
tion. He was highly recommended by all officers under 
whom he hfd served, but when it came to promotion, 
men who were appointed later than he, and who did not 
have as good qualifications, were given preference. AS 
to transfers, a chosen group are continually kept at one 
post, while the others are scattered here and there. It 
would seem that some roster should be kept and that 
each man be required to do his share of camp duty. 

As to gradings, it is obvious that a man with addi- 
tional qualifications, should be given preference for the 
higher grades. ‘The scarcity of stenographers in the Ser- 
vice is appalling, because there are good inducements 
for this qualification in the business world. On account 
of this shortage, those few stenographers in the Service 
get the bulk of the work, and others observing this, are 
not desirous of letting the fact that they are stenogra- 
phers become known. It would be beneficial to the Ser- 
vice if those men who were stenograpbhers be given the 
higher grades, and that the work be systematized and 
equally divided. 

All of these conditions exist because the higher au- 
thorities have net interested themselves in the Army 
field clerk affairs. As long as there are field clerks in 
charge of promotions and transfers of other field clerks, 
there can be no fairness. This must be supervised by a 
high ranking officer who will, without the suggestion of 
a chief field clerk, go into the records of each man and 
thoroughly weigh them, in order to see that men are not 
catered to in the matter of promotions and held at oné 
place when transfers are necessary, and that justiee 


done to all. 
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SECRETARY WEEKS_DISMISSES CLERK QUINN. 
Result of Charges and Counter Charges. 

Secretary of War Weeks under date of May 24 issued 
the following order: “Robert J. Quinn, clerk at $2,400 
per annum in The Adjutant General's Office (additional 
roll) is hereby discharged to take effect May 24, 1921.” 
This was the outcome of the case, noted in our last issue, 
in which a veiled attack was aimed at The Adjutant 
General of the Army in a so-called: “serial novel,” which 
appeared in The Reclassificationist, a class publication 
devoted to the interests of government clerks Counter 
Majo: Peter C. Harris, The A.G., 
filed by Mr. Quinn in his answer to the charges 
that led to his dismissal. The charges, counter charges 
and a yoluminous statement by Mr. Quinn were given 
out from the office of The Reclassificationist and some 
of the daily papers devoted much space to them in their 
issues of May 28 and 29. In commenting on the matter 
the New York World quoted Secretary Weeks as saying: 
“No suberdinate in the War Department, whether a 
military man or a civilian, will be permitted to belittle 
his superior. Such conduct is destructive of discipline 
and tends to demoralization of the working force.” 

The counter charges illuminate the curigus state of 
mind of some of the civilian assistants in the War De- 
partment, for Mr. Quinn in these counter charges set 
himself up as an expert in the administration and appli- 
cation of military law, and alleged that General Harris 
had violated or circumvented the law in the organiza- 
tion of his office. Specifically the charge was that Gen- 
eral Harris had not organized a Personnel Bureau, that 
he was responsible for the recall to active duty of Col. 
James T. Kerr, who had been retired, and for the ap- 
pointment of Celonel Kerr as assistant te The Adju- 
tant General and Chief of the Personnel Bureau with 
rank of brigadier general. The counter charges lay 
huld of Sections 24a and 24e of the act of June 4, 1920, 
relating to reappointments of former officers of the 
Regular Army and to the preparation of the promotion 
list, and sets up the claim that the appointment of Colo- 
nel Kerr was illegal and “that res} onsibility therefor 
cannot be evaded by Peter C. Harris, he Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army.’ As a matter of fact General Kerr 
is chief of the Personnel Bureau, which includes all 
divisions of The Adjutant General’s Office charged with 
matters pertaining to the personnel of the Army; his re 
appointment on the active list and his appointment as 
chief of the bureau were confirmed by the Senate. But 
it indicates a state of mind on the part of a civilian as- 
sistant, not altogether confined to the person who has 
been dismissed, which it is to be hoped the action in 
this case will have a strong tendeney to overcome. Ad- 
ditional coun charges contained in Mr. Quinn’s answer 
went so far «+ to bring in the great sorrow of General 
Harris, and Mrs. Harris, in the loss of their son, Capt. 
Charles D, Harris, U.S.A., who was killed in action. 
He charged that General Harris had had the type of 
a memorial booklet to his son set at Government ex- 
pense. 

In speaking of the case, Secretary of War Weeks said 
the counter charges were puerile and trivial, but he 
added that he had requested The Adjutant General to 
reimburse the Treasury for any work which had been 
done by the War Department's branch printing office on 
the memorial pamphlet of Captain Harris. This Gen- 
eral Harris immediately did by sending his personnel 
check to the Secretary for $12, and it is understood in 
explanation submitted that the work done on the pam- 
phlet had been due to the misunderstanding of a elerk 
and during his absence overseas, so that he was not 
cognizant of the facts in the pamphlet matter until 
there had been investigation. 

The foundation of the charges needs no extensive 
elucidation. Mr. Quinn is the editor of the weekly pub- 
lication issued in the interest of civilian employees in 
the Government departments, and in its issues a serial 
novel has been running, entitled “The Lair of the White 
Lion,” purporting to give the personal experience of the 
writer while employed in the office of the “Record 
Keeper General of the Army” and in which the physical 
deseription of a character “Major Inkinpen” was un- 
questionably intended to designate General Harris. An- 
other character, “Captain Rarehorse,” is described as the 
principal assistant of the “Major,” and it was readily 
understood that it was intended to characterize Col. F. 
W. Lewis (Inf.), A.G.D., officer in charge of the Pub- 
lications Division. The novel not alone emphasized the 
physical characteristics’ of persons, but was almost 
photographic in its description of the “material charac- 
teristics of the office .of the “Record Keeper General” 
and of the procedure and even the forms on which its 
activities centered. The charge against Quinn was 
“Conduct to the prejudice of the good order and dis- 
cipline and the morale of the Civil Service of the United 
States.” 

Administration of The Adjutant General's Office. 

In view of the wide publicity given the case, it is 
well that the Service generally understand that its im- 
portance in the upholding of proper authority was in no 
wise indicated by the newspaper articles. In fact the 
matter was dismissed as summarily as indicated in the 
order of Seeretary Weeks, who thereby upheld respon- 
sible authority in the War Department. Major Gen. 
Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant General, moreover, is 
known as an able administrator, whose tireless studies 
have concentrated on the simplification of methods and 
lightening the burden of paper work for those whose 
time and energy should principally be devoted to the 
training and discipline of troops. His constant en- 
deavor in this direction has resulted in the reduction in 
time, labor and expense in the office of The Adjutant 
General and throughout the Regular Service and the 
National Guard. The public has also benefited by the 
present accessibility of the records of individuals and 
organizations which may be desired by other agencies 
of the Government, by members of Congress, or those 
interested in the welfare of persons in the Military Es- 
tablishment. Among the many accomplishments under 
the direction of General Harris are the change in the 
National Guard muster-in and muster-out rolls, by which 
work which consumed days in 1916 was performed in 
as many hours in 1917; the substitution of the ser- 
vice record for the descriptive list which rendered 
obsolete three blank forms; the abolition of the muster 
roll in the Regular Army, which inaugurated a new 
system of comprehensive individual records; reduction

fantry, eliminated some 20,000 records; the simplifica- 
tion of monthly returns; the monthly publication of 

meral orders and bulletins; and the saving of some 
$7,000 a month by his modification of the method of 

uing special orders. But perhaps the ortstanding ac- 
complishment is the handling of the World War records 
with the result that fewer calls for information from 





these records were unanswered twenty months after the 
signing of the armistice than there were twenty-four 
years after the close of the Civil War. It is no exag- 
geration to state that the changes in record-keeping have 
saved the Government millions of dollars by making it 
possible to furnish information promptly to the Bureau 
of War Risk and other relief agencies. In fact the 
records of the World War to-day, thirty months after 
the end of hostilities, are more nearly complete than 
were those of the Civil War thirty years after its close. 
The ability of his office to handle such an enormous 
amount of work was due to the faet that General Harris 
foresaw the conditions that would confront him and 
adopted new systems of record-making and record-keep- 
ing to meet these conditions growing out of a great 
conflict. 
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APPOINTMENTS IN SUPPLY CORPS, U.S.N, 


Three Hundred Sirteen Win Permanent Commissions. 





Three hundred and sixteen permanent appointments 
in the grades of lieutenant, lieutenant (j.g.) and ensign 
in the Supply Corps, U.S. Navy, from candidates who 
took the examination on Jan. 15, 1921, were announced 
at the Navy Department on June 2. This is an unusu- 
ally high average of qualification, for only 114 of the 430 
who took the examination failed to qualify. There were 
originally 550 applicants for the test, 120 failing to 
report. Those qualified candidates who now hold 
temporary commissions will take precedence according to 
their present standing in the Navy Register. Reserves 
will take precedence in the grades for which qualified 
following the former temporary officers and among them- 
selves according to their precedence in the Reserve Force. 
Those qualified for lieutenant will take rank from Aug. 
3, 1920; for lieutenant (j.g.) will take rank from July 1, 
1920, and for ensign will take rank from varying dates 
subsequent to June 5, 1919. The list of those qualified 
for permanent appointment under the act of June 4, 
1920, arranged in alphabetical order, is as follows:

MEMORIAL DAY OBSERVANCES. “f 


Memorial Day in New York city was observed on 
May 30 by large parades of war veterans and others in 
the several boroughs. That in Manhattan, which was 
the largest in the United States, was reviewed by Major 
Gen. Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., among others at the 
reviewing point with him being Rear Admiral Harry 
McL, P. Huge, U.S.N. Companies of the 22d U.S. In- 
fantry, U.S.A., followed by bluejackets and marines 
from the U.S. Navy, led the military forces acting as 
escort. These were followed by the National Guard lo- 
eated in Manhattan, the G.A.R., veterans of the Span- 
ish-American and World Wars, and various other or- 
ganizations, which totaled some 40,000 men, it was 
estimated. In the Borough of Brooklyn some 25,000 
paraders were reviewed by Borough President Riegel- 
man. The twenty-eight divisions in this parade in- 
cluded the National Guard and Naval Militia in Brook- 
lyn, the G.A.R., American Legion’ posts, Spanish-Ameri- 
ean War veterans and others. There were also three 
other parades in Brooklyn incident to the observance of 
the day. In the Borough of the Bronx President Bruck- 
ner reviewed a parade led by the 8th Coast Artillery 
under Col. E. F. Austin, some 25, paraders in all 
taking part. There were memorial services in the cem- 
eteries and in several parks 

The day was also appropriately observed elsewhere 
throughout the country. Memorial Day messages be- 
speaking a reaffirmation of loyalty and service to the 
nation on the part of the American people were issued 
on May 28 by Secretary of War Weeks and by Gen. 
John J. Pershing, U.S.A. In France Memorial Day 
services were held in Paris and in other cities on May 
29, that at Trinity Church, Paris, being attended by 
American Ambassador Hugh C. Wallace. Major Gen. 
Henry T. Allen, U.S.A., commanding the American 
Forces in Germany, many other Army officers and sev- 
eral of the U.S. Navy, Marshals Foch and Petain and 
other officers of the French army and officers of the Brit- 
ish, Italian and Belgian armies. The headquarters 
band of the A.F. in G. played. On the following day re- 
ligious services were held at the cemeteries throughout 
the republic where A.E.F. dead are buried. It is said 
that not an American soldier’s or sailor’s grave in all 
France, England and Belgium failed of being decorated 
with flowers or in some other way. Representatives of 
the armies of those countries joined with the Americans 
in paying honor to the dead. In Paris a parade was 
held in which troops from the A.F. in G. marched with 
detachments of French troops. At the military cemetery 
at Suresnes General Allen, Ambassador Wallace and 
Marshal Petain spoke.

First N.G. AERO OBSERVATION SQUADRON RECOGNIZED. 
The first Aero Observation Squadron of the National 

Guard to receive Federal recognition is an organization 

in Minnesota. It has not quite reached the number of 


personnel set out in the tables of organization, but is 
near enough to the mark to receive support of the Fed- 
eral Government. Airplane hangars are under construc- 
tion by the state, and as soon as they are completed the 
Wa: Department is ready to turn over the necessary 
number of training airplanes. There are twenty-one 
officers and eighty-three enlisted men in the organization. - 
Four of the officers were airplane pilots during the war 
and four were observers. Many of the eighty-three en- 
listed men composing the unit are employed by the Cur- 
tiss Airplane Co. in that section and the prospects are 
bright for an excellent observation squadron. The state 
of Alabama is advancing rapidly toward the standard of 
recognition of an observation squadron, The hangars 
and flying field of that state are to be near the city of 
Birmingham. Another prospective unit is in the state 
of New York, whose flying field probably will be located 
at Hempstead, L.I., near Mitchel Field. The squadron 
will be made up largely of members of the 27th Division. 
The present policy of the War Department is to encour- 
age the co-operation of the National Guard, the Organ- 
ized Reserves and the Regular Army in providing fly- 
ing fields. Each would have to have separate hangars, 
but they could all obtain supplies from the same source 
for the upkeep of their machines at one field.

Navy Dreecrory Nor to ApreAR AFTER JULY. 

Despite the fact that the personnel of the Navy has 
been reduced very little, and the amount of paper work 
required of the Bureau of Navigation is as great as at 
any period other than during actual hostilities, the civil- 
ian clerks will be reduced from 481 to 281, including 
m rs, on July 1. This reduction is due to the 
failure of Congress to provide sufficient funds for the 
required foree. An immediate effect of the cut will be 
the suspension of the Navy Directory with the issue for: 
July, for the reason that there will not be available a 
sufficient number of clerks to do the work of correction 
and compilation for the issue of the directory thereafter. 
The inconsistency of cutting off the civilian assistants 
to a point which will cause the abandonment of every 
possible class of work has been pointed out to the Ap- 
propriations Committees, but without effect.

BVT. BRIG. GEN. HORACE PORTER, U.S.Y. 

Brevet Brig. Gen. Horace Porter, U.S.V., 
of the U.S.M.A., class of 1860, a gallant veteran of the 
Civi? War, orator, historian, diplomat and patriotic and 
public-spirited citizen, died at his home in New York 
city on May 29, 1921, aged eighty-four years. He had 
been unconscious since May 26 and had not been in 
good health: since he underwent an operation about a 
year ago. General Porter was born at Huntington, Pa., 
April 15, 1837, the son of Governor David R. Porter, 


of that state. 
edueated at the Harrisburg Academy and the Lawrence 
Scientitic Sehool of Harvard. 

Giencral Porter was the last surviver of General 
Grant's military staff He organized the popular sub 
seription that built Grant's Tomb on Riverside Drive. 
As Ambassador to France he was one of the American 
commission that negotiated peace with Spain; also, 
while holding his ambassadorial office in France, after a 
long and patient search of six years and the use of a part 
of his private fortune he discovered the long unknown 
burial place of John Paul Jones, whence the body was 
taken from France to the U.S. Naval Academy at An- 
napolis, Md., for final burial. General Porter's honors 
included the Grand Cross of the Legion of Honor 
France's highest gift—and honorary degrees from Han 
vard, Princeton, Union and Williams. For his success 
in discovering the grave of John Paul Jones and having 
ihe remains transferred to the United States General 
Porter reesived the thanks of Congress, which extended 
him the privileges of the floors of both houses for life. 
He received six brevets for his services in the Civil War. 
These were awarded as fallows: Captain, April 11, 1862, 
for gallant and meritorious service at the siege of Fort 
Pulaski, Ga.; major, May 6, 1864, battle of the Wilder 
pess: lieutenant colonel, Aug. 16, 1864, action at New 
Market Heights, Va.: colonel, March 15, 1865, for faith- 
ful and = meritorious and brigadier general, 
Mareh 15, 1865, for gallant and meritorious service in 
the tield during the war. He was awarded the Con- 
gressional Medal of Henor June 26, 1902, for gallantry 
at Chickamauga Nept. 20, 1863, in rallying enough fugi- 
tives to hold ground at a eritical moment when the 
lines were broken under heavy fire long enough to facili 
tate the escape of numerous wagon trains and batteries. 

After graduating from the U.S.M.A, General Porter 
was commissioned in the Regular Army a brevet second 
lieutenant of Ordnance, his first duty being at Water- 
viiet Arsenal. Snabsequent services inclnded duty as 
Ordnance officer of the Port Royal Expelitionary Corps, 
Chief of Ordnance and Artillery at the reduction and 
eapture of Fort Pulaski, Ga. He prepared heavy artil 
lery and stores for the James Island Expedition, and 
served as Chief of Ordnance in the transfer of the Army 
of the Potomac from Harrisons Landing, Va., to Mary- 
land, July-September, 1862, and was Chief of Ordnanee, 
Department of Ohio, and of the Army of the Cumber- 
land. General Porter while a captain of Ordnance took 
part in the Tennessee campaign, June 24 to Nov. 1, 
1863, being engaged in the advance on Tullahoma, pas- 
sage of Elk river and of the Tennessee, battle of Chicka- 
mauga, ete. As a lieutenant colonel he was appointed 
.~ A.D.C. to General Grant April 4, 1864, and was on duty 
with the General in all his campaigns, and was present 
at the surrender of General Lee at Appomattox April 9, 
1865.

He was°a writer as well as a speaker, and was 
the author of West Point Life and Campaigning with 
Grant, and a large number of magazine and review 
articles. He accompanied General Grant on his fi?st 
tour of the country after the war, and at his ‘chief's re- 
quest responded for him to many of the addresses of 
welcome which were made to him. Before the end of 
that tour General Porter won a nation-wide reputation 
as a ready, versatile and eloquent orator. He was presi- 
dent of the Board of Visitors to West Point in 1882. 
General Porter was a member of the Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolution, M.O.L.L.U.S., Grand 
Army of the Republic and of various other patriotie or- 
ganizations. He was for some time president of the 
Society of the Army of the Potomac. He was a member 
of numerous clubs in New York, including the Unian 
Teague, Republican, Century, Authors’,-Lotos, Players’, 
Grolier and Metropolitan, and the Chamber of Commerce 
of the State of New York. He reecived the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws from Williams College and 
from Union, Princeton and Harvard Universities. 

Funeral services were held in the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church June 2, many distinguished military 
men and others being present. In keeping with the re- 
quest of General Porter that his funeral services in- 
clude only a “word, a song and a prayer,” the Rey. Dr. 
John Kelman adhered very closely to the wishes of the 
General. Among those present were Elihu. Root, Brig. 
Gens. William Weigel.and Anson Mills, U.S.A., Major 
(en. Daniel Appleton, N.Y.N.G., and Col. W. G. Bates. 
Representatives. from some twenty organizations were 
present.

paigns. Colonel Miller entered the Regular Army as a 
second lieutenant, 2d Cavalry, Feb. 2, 1901, and was 
promoted first lieutenant, 6th Cavalry, a few days later. 
He was awarded a Medal of Honor for distinguished 
gallantry in action against hostile Moros on Patian Is- 
land. while a first lieutenant, 6th Cavalry. When the

Announcement of a board of investigation, consisting 
of Capt. W. C. Ocker and Lieuts. P. C. Wilkins and L. 
R. Wolfe, U.S.A., to investigate the cause of the accident 
made on May 350. The board visited the scene of 
the wreck on that day and took the testimony of persons 
living in the neighborhood. No part of the wrecked 
plane being salvageable, it was ordered burned. Photo- 
graphs of the wreck and the scene nearby were taken by 
Lieutenant Wilkins. An informal report was filed by 
the board with Major M. F. Scanlon, commanding at 
Bolling Field, according to a press dispatch, in which it 
was found that the fall of the machine was due to an 
electrical storm; that Lieutenant Ames, as pilot, could 
net be blamed for the accident; that examination of 
the wreckage showed its controls to be intact, with wires 
still attached and ready for use; that the fall was ap- 
parently due to a down current of air, forcing the plane 
to the ground; that the machine was not more than 150 
feet from the ground when struck by the air current, 
and that Lieutenant Ames was apparently trying to land 
when he was driven down; that the field was fairly good 
for landing purposes. 

Another investigation was.commenced by the Army 
Air Board on June 1. Former Representative Camp- 
bell testified that on the voyage to Langley Field the 
air was very bumpy and irregular, but Lieutenant Ames 
seemed to realize this, he said, and gave particularly 
strict attention to his work. No person aboard, he de- 
clared, seemed to show any uneasiness, because the 
ship was under perfect control. 

Secretary of War Weeks is quoted in a dispatch to 
the New York World as saying that in his judgment, 
based on all information so far available, the crash of 
the machine was due to an “act of God” and nothing 
else. At the same time he feels that no stone should be 
left unturned in the effort to determine whether any over- 
sight contributed to the aecident. The Secretary added 
that one Of the points he wishes o have cleared up is 
whether the machine was too heavily or otherwise im- 


was 


properly loaded. Several Army officers disagree with 
the opinion of Captain de Lavergne that the wrecked 
machine had been rendered unstable because of the re- 
moval of some of the ambulance fixtures. 

Brig. Gen. William Mitchell and Capt. W. C. Ocker, 
Air Ser., U.S.A., were caught while flying during the 
same storm and had a narrow escape from a crash near 
Indian Head, but succeeded in making their way back to 
Bolling Field in safety. 


Explesion of Airpiane Bomb. 


In an explosion of a fifty-pound bomb loaded with 
TNT, which fell from a DeHaviland airplane at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, Md., on May 31, as the ship 
was taking off in a test bombing flight Pvts. A. W. 
Shermer and E. H. Grinnell, 14th Aero Squadron; Pvt. 
R. F. Bohle, 34th Ordnance Co., and R. H. Herr, a 
civilian proof director, were instantly killed; Capt. 
Joseph E. Hall, Air Ser., and Pvt. 8. Weinstock, 34th 
Ordnance Co., were fatally injured; Pvts. L. S. Hite, 
P. W. Hall and M. D. Blezins, 14th Acro Squadron, 


and Pyts. C. J. O’Neill and E. Jarry, 34th Ordnance 
Co., were so badly injured that their recovery was said 
to be doubtful; ard Lieuts.

The accident took place at half-past ten o'clock in 
the morning. Under the fuselage of the machine was a 
rack for carrying explosives. Four 300-pound TNT 
bombs and one of fifty pounds were in the rack when the 
explosion occurred. It is believed that in some manner 
the mechanism releasing the bombs became defective and 
released the smaller bomb. At the same time the safety 


pin of the bomb may have come out, it is thought, thus 
bringing about the explosion. It is regarded as remark- 
able that none of the other bombs was exploded as a 
result of the concussion. The War Department at once 
began an investigation.

“B” CLASSIFICATION CASES. 

Messrs Ansell and Bailey, of Washington, write that 
they have received many inquiries from officers concerned 
as to what they should do to protect their rights now 
that the War Department has decided to appeal from 
the final judgment of the Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia rendered in the test cases of Colonels French 
and Creary, as to B classification. It is their view 
that those denied any rights which the court im the cases 
referred to held to be theirs need not for the present in- 
cur the expense and undergo the difficulty of bringing 
individual actions in the courts... The atterneys add: 
“We believe it will be sufficient if they will petition the 
department, setting forth in what respects they have 
been deprived of their rights as laid down in said de- 
cision and requesting for that reason restoration to the 
active list of the Army. This, we believe, no matter 
what action the department may take upon such re- 
quests, will save all possibility of any suggestion ef a 
waiver of such rights. We are of the view that ander 
existing law confirmation will not bave the legal effect 
of depriving such officers of the right to reinstatement 
in their offices when the final decision is handed down 
by the Court of Appeals. In this view it would seem 
that the department concurs, imasmuch as im his recent 
letter te the President recommending nominations to all 
vacancies except the French and Creary vacancies the 
Secretary of War said: ‘When final decisions in these 
cases (that is, the French and Creary cases) have been 
rendered any necessary adjustments to meet the require- 
ments ef the law can be made.’ We note that the Secre- 
tary of War has given directions to fight the decision te 
the Supreme Court of the U.S. if necessary. We doubt 
that he is well advised in assuming that the Govern- 
ment has the right to appeal from the decision of the 
Court of Appeals.”

Navy PersonNNet ror Detain at Epcewoopn. 

Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries, Chief of the Chemical War- 
fare Service, is urging the Navy Department to detail 
five er six qualified officers or civilians of the Navy for 
duty with the research and other activities of the Chemi- 
cal Warfare Service at Edgewood Arsenal. There is and 
has been the clesest co-operation with the Navy, but the 
method now pursued is largely through exchange of eor- 
respondence between the Navy Department and the 
Chemical Warfare Service, and as there are many prob- 
lems which come up, General Fries believes it would be 
of distinct advantage to the Navy to have men on duty 
all the time with the officers and enlisted men of the 
Army conducting the experiments at Edgewood. The 
Chemical Warfare Service has the technical chemical 
personnel, the manufacturing faciligies and experimental 
ground for Army activities, but its officers do not have 
the wide technical knowledge of Navy strategy and tac- 
tics and Navy structural design for all classes of ships. 
It would be of service to the Navy to be represented at 
the experiments conducted at Edgewood and benefit 
would be derived from the Navy representatives by the 
Army officers and the Service generally. 
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ADDITIONAL CHAPLAINS IN O.R.C. 

The Right Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., Bishop of 
Western New York, who as senior chapiain of the A.E. 
F. rendered most distinguished service during the emer- 
gency, has been commissioned a chaplain in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps with the rank of major. Many additions 
from among those who served as chaplains in the war 
have been made to the O.R.C. recently. There are now 
612 chaplains in this section, representing twenty-three 
denominations, as follows: Roman Catholic, 166; Meth- 
odist (all branches), 118; Baptist (all branches), 91;

Appointment of Non-Commissioned Officers. 


Further interpretation of Par. 3, Cir. No. 87, W_D., 
1921, was directed in Cir. 132, W.D., on May 13, 
This states that this paragraph will not be construed as 
preventing such appcintments as are necvssary in re- 
adjusting within organizations of the rank of aon-coin- 
missioned officer in accordance with their qualificatious.

Victory Medal Distribution in Seattle District. 

In a communication from Lieut. Col. Oliver. H. Dock- 
ery, jr., U.S.A., district Vietery. Medal officer, stationed 
at Seattle, Wash., to The Adjutant General of the 
Army, attention is directed to an accompanying report 
for the period, May 1-10. It shows that the total num- 
ber of applications received was 1,055; number of Vie- 
tory Medals, issued with clasp “U.S.,” 120, and with 
clasp “France,” 63, the total number of applications in 
the district up to May 10, 1921, being 17,392. With the 
smallest accredited recruiting population in ‘the United 
States, the district of Seattle stands sixth from the 
top in the official daily record of Victory Medal dis- 
tribution, the order of precedence being New York, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, Minneapolis, Washington, D.C., and 
Seattle. Colonel Dockery modestly gives chief credit for 
the productive Victory Medal work in the Seattle district 
to his four competent Army field clerks, Harry T. Mah- 
renholz, George M. Lewis, James E. Horton and Waldo 
I.. Breese. He expresses his intention of bringing the 
merits and excellent work of these men to the special 
attention of The A.G.O., but the fact remains that it 
was Colonel Dockery’s resourceful mind and guiding 
hand which made these results possible. 


New Mattress Reclamation Plant. 

In connection with the base salvage plant at San An- 
tonio, there has been installed a utility for the reclama- 
tion of Army mattresses and pillows. In the month of 
April 1,573 used mattresses, and 2,870 used pillows were 
reclaimed and made ready for re-issue. The average 
cost for reclaiming mattresses requiring new ticks was 
$2.02, and for reclaiming mattresses using the old ticks, 
thirty-nine cents. ‘The average cost of reclaiming the 
pillows was approximately five cents.

G.C.M. OF CAPTAIN CHEW, U.S.A. 

Capt. Beverly G. Chew, 12th Inf., U.S.A., was placed 
on trial before a G.C.M. at Governors Island, N.Y.. on 
May 16. charged with forgery, desertion and conduct 
unbecoming an officer and gentleman, there being fifty- 
one specifications in the charges. The trial was re- 
sumed May 51. The evidence against Captain Chew, it 
is stated, involves his wife, Marjorie Blanche Chew. for- 
merly of Richmond, Va., who, with her husband. was 
indicted by a grand jury in Washington. D.C., Dec. 14. 
1920, for grand larceny. Both pleaded not guilty and, 
after release on bail, Captain Chew was turned over to 
the Army. He has pleaded not guilty before the G.C.M 
rhe defense rests largely on the question of Captain 
Chew's sanity. An Army medical board recently de 
clared him sane. His wife, however, who denies she is 
the woman who was with Captain Chew. in his alleged 
iiicit operations, says in an affidavit that upon his re- 
turn from duty with the A.E.F. he was a changed man 
mentally. He wears two wound chevrons, and claims 
to have been gassed in addition. 

Witnesses for the prosecution have identified a photo- 
graph of Mrs. Chew as that of the woman who. the 
charges set forth, registered with Captain Chew at lead 
ng hotels in New York. city, Washington, Baltimore 
and Atlantic City as his wife, although the name they 
registercd under (Capt. and Mrs. William E. Redfield) 

in each instance, it is alleged, that of 7 
fellow officer of Captain Chew's. Not all Ss, 
however, agreed as to the identity of the woman wx 
registered at hotels with the Captain. Not only. i 
charged with having registered falsely at expensive 
hotels, but with having used the same aliases 
cash spurious checks ranging from $30 to as hig!

been passed by Captain Chew will be made good by his 
wife, according to a statement made June 1 by William 
E. Leahy, who is chief counsel for the defendant. This 
intention was supported by testimony on June 1. 

According to counsel for Captain Chew, he was under 
medical care in Washington from June to October of 
1920 because of extreme nervousness or neurasthenia. 
Also it is said that Dr. Thomas W. Salmon, medica] 
director of the National Committee for Mental Hygiene. 
had examined the affidavits of the Army Medical Board 
which had examined into Captain Chew’s sanity and 
subsequently expressed the belief that the defendant was 
a victim of acute neurasthenia or manic-depressive 
psychosis. “‘We have contended all along that he should 
be sent to a hospital,” said Mr. Leahy. “He is far 
from being mentally responsible.” 

The charge of desertion against Captain Chew states 
that the time of desertion was on or about Nov. 4, 1920. 
He was born in the District of Columbia, May 4, 1894, 
und was commissioned a second lieutenant in the Regu- 
lar Army Nov. 30, 1916, and was promoted first lieu- 
tenant the same day. He became captain Oct. 16, 1918. 
He married Mrs. Chew in 1916.

PLaN TO FinNaNCE ENLISTED RETIREMENT. 

The new plan for enlisted men of the Regular Army 
to finance their own retirement pay by partial co- 
operative method proposed by Master Sergt. Leonard F. 
Matlack, 8th Cav., Fert Bliss, Texas, would also pro- 
vide for retirement after twenty-five years’ service. With 
the approval of the commanding general Sergeant Mat- 
lack called a meeting of the enlisted men at Fort Bliss 
some time ago to present his plan, which was attended 
by 1,000 men who unanimously endorsed the resolu- 
tions presented to the meeting. ey also contributed 
funds to permit Sergeant Matiack to go to Washington 
and present the matter to The Adjutant General for his 
approval and to gain permission to pres«nt the matter to 
the military committees of the Senate and House, so 
that a bill might be introduced covering the plan. This 





plan proposes that each enlisted member of the Regular _ 


Army donate a certain sum, not to exceed fifty cents a 
month, from his pay “to accumulate a fund for the 
maintenance and retired pay of the enlisted men of the 
Regular Army of the United States.” Beginning six 
months after the passage of the proposed act all mem.- 
bers of the Regular Atmy who have served for a period 
of twenty-five years, including double time for foreign 
service, shall be placed on the retired list and receive the 
sum of $100 per month, regardless of their grade, from 
the funds accumulated under the provisions of the dona- 
tien plan. It is also suggested in the resolutions “that the

GENERAL STAFF COLLEGE GRADUATION. 

Graduating exercises for the class of 1921, General 
Staff College, were held on June 1 in the college build- 
ing at Washington Barracks. The Army was repre- 
sented by a large number of officers on the active and 
retired lists, and there was also a considerable repre- 
sentation of members of Congress. In the absence of 
the commandant, Major Gea. James W. McAndrew, who 
is ill in Walter Reed General Hospital, and who sent 
a short message of cheer to the graduates, Brig. Gen. 
Preston Brown, the acting commandant, presided and 
made the introductions. The addresses were by Senator 
Francis E. Warren, of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, and Representative Julius Kahn, chairman of 
the House Committee on Military Affairs, and by As- 
sistant Secretary of War Wainwright, who also pre- 
sented the diplomas. Chaplain James E. Duffy, U.S.A., 
pronounced the benediction. The addresses by Senator 
Warren and Chairman Kahn were in a laudatory vein 
and beth referred to the tremendous cost of the World 
War and attributed it to the fact that the United States 
was unprepared for war in 1917. The General Staff was 
accorded praise, and its organization and functioning in 
the war were regarded as confirming the necessity of a 
General Staff functioning on the lines laid down in the 
Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920.

What 
ever its effect upon the proper administration of the 
Naval Academy or the rights of the midshipmen or re- 
spect for the faculty it became law, and the Navy De- 
partment and the Naval Academy have tried to carry it 
out. An earnest of this endeavor is the request for in- 
terpretation to the Secretary from Admiral Scales and 
the submission of the question for decision to the At- 
torney General.

A board of officers is in session at Marine Corps head- 
quarters making a study of all methods of promotion 
for the commissioned personnel and will make a report

suited to the Marine Corp There is a feeling in Marine 
Corps cireles that the board is likely t ecommend the 
adoption of promotion by selection, although there is no 
indication at the present time that embers I the 
board have expressed any particular preference. The 
Navy selective system, however, is st unpopular with 
the maj rity of the officers of the Marin« Corps. Some 
dissatisfaction has been expressed over the recent se- 


lection of captains and lieutenants permanently com- 
missioned, but no board in any Service has yet acted 
upon the question of appointment or promotion with- 
out arousing a measure of disappro and it may be 
fairly said that this board, headed by Major Gen. Wen-

that fully seventy-five per cent. of that personnel re- 
gards the system adopted for the U.S. Army as the best 
also for their corps Those who adhere to this view 
firmly believe that the elimination of the personal equa- 
tion and of the influence of propinquity, which they re- 
gard as ever present in the selective system, through 
the adoption of the single list, with elimination in some 
form, will make for a still higher esprit de corps and 
all-around contentment and satisfaction in the Marine 
Corps. Since the Marine Corps has adopted the regimen- 
tal organization plan of the Army and becomes a part of 
the Army in an emergency which requires the co-opera- 
tion of both Services, it is held by many officers that the 
Marine Corps should also adopt the promotion system 
of the Army. which, in the event of combined service in 
the field, will adjust the question of rank with less difti- 
culty. The board now in session is no doubt fully in- 
formed as to the opinion in favor of the single list and 
will take cognizance of that opinion in both its report 
and recommendations. , 
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STANDARDIZATION OF SERVICE TERMS. 

In order to standardize the meaning of certain terms 
employed in War Department and Service School publi- 
cations, and for instruction purposes, it has been directed 
by the Secretary of War that in all future publications 
and in any revision of existing pamphlets, when these 
terms are used, their definition shall conform to the ones 
hereinafter published. The definitions cover lecture, con- 
ference, Map maneuver, Map exercise, terrain exerci e, 
tactical ride or walk, staff ride or walk, historical ride, 
ticld ‘exercises and field mancuvers. In these the wili- 





tary situations must be logical and reasonably stated so 
as to be possible of solution by the application of cor- 
rect military principles, and all unnatural, artificial or 
unreal elements scrupulously avoided. 


PROCUREMENT TRAINING FOR ARMY OFFICERS. 





Assistant Secretary of War Wainwright is inaugurat- 
ing a system of training of officers as specialists in pro- 
curement in the various bureaus of supply. The object 
is to train them so that it will be unnecessary in the 
case of an emergency to secure expert financiers and 
highly accomplished business men of civil life, as was 
done in the World War, to superintend the enormous 
business of procurement of supplies which inevitably 
follows the hasty mobilization of a large Army. Secre- 
tary Wainwright, whose plan is heartily approved by 
high ranking officers, feels that the Army should de- 
velop enough officers so that they can transact business 
on just as large a scale, and just as efficiently, as any 
commercial expert in the country. The plan is to de- 
tail a junior officer to the task of specializing in some 
particular line of procurement. For instance, cotton 
clothing. In addition to printed ceurses on the subject 
of cotton, the officer would be sent to the cotton fields of 
the South where he would study, first hand, something 
of the problems of thé cotton grower in the cultivation 
of cotton, its harvesting, carding, storing and selling. He 
would follow transportation from the local dealer 
through to the manufacturer. He would learn how the 
cotton is handled in the factories and the processes .of 
its manufacture from the raw material to cloth, and 
from cloth to clothing ready to wear. Another officer 
would be detailed to follow about the same course with 
respect to the procurement of woolen goods, another 
leather, another machinery, another food products, an- 
other lumber, and every phase of industry as it per- 
tains to supply of troops would be studied by officers who 
hen would be prepared to buy to the best advantage for 
the Government, and for the highest efficiency in expedi- 
tiously supplying the Army with all kinds of needed com- 
modities. ‘The plan so far is in its infancy. A letter of 
instruction has been issued to the Quartermaster Gen-’ 
eral, the method of procedure is being studied, and 
young officers of promise in this general field are heing 


sought. 
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OrvDER ON MirirarRy TRAINING AND EDUCATION. 

The draft of a proposed order on military training 
and education has been submitted for comment and 
criticism to corps area and division commanders by the 
War Department. It is intended that the draft shall 
onstitute the basis of an order for military training 
and edueation and that it should not include details 
which should properly take some other form. The sub- 
ject matter of all existing orders has been embodied in 


this draft which, when response has been filed by corps 
area and division commanders, will result in a compre- 


hensive and all-inclusive general order involving a com- 
iendable departure from the old system of scattered 
wders and changes. It is intended that the approved 
order when published shall contain the principles of 
war and the doctrine of training, because of the desir- 
ability of cstablishing a basis of training and education 
in the Army; and it will combine military training, or 
training of troops, and military education and schools, 
It will be applicable to the Army as authorized in the 
act of June 4, 1920, with its three components, Regular 
Army, National Guard and Organized Reserves, and all 
branches thereof. Unit schools are considered more 
properly a part of military training rather than of wili- 
tary education and, therefore, have been omitted in 
the draft of the order from the system of military educa- 
tion and placed in a system of military training, or 
training of troops. In considering vecational training, 
yo reference is made to the distribution of time for 
such training as distinguished from purely military 
training. Ordinarily education and vocational training 
would be given during the afternoon of working days. 
llowever, commanding officers are especially charged 
with the inclusion of education and vocational training 
in military programs and are responsible for results, 
Under the reorganization of training a solid foundation 
will have been established, it is expected, with a re- 
sultant reduction of civilian expert consultants and re- 
search men. The plan of the order is to clarify the objec- 
tive of the Army so that it may proceed on a basis of 
wenuinely establishing a doctrine of training.

Came Evstis PropaBLy WILL BE RETAINED. 

Some relief of anxiety has been afforded oflicers of the 
Coast Artillery Corps by the action of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs in reporting favorably on 
May 31 a bill authorizing the test and development: cf 
heavy railway artillery at Camp Eustis, Va., and for the 
repeal of the provision in the Army Appropriation bill 
directing the sale of the camp. Major Gen. F. W. Coe, 
Chief of the Coast Artillery Corps, for some time has 
been endeavoring to apprise the members of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs of the necessity for its reten- 
tion and the continuation of experiments there with rail- 
way artillery. Only a few of the members of the com- 
mittee have visited the camp, but the decision followed 
a recent visit of Representative McKenzie, chairman of 
the sub-committee on War Department real estate, and 
hearings before the whole committee on May 27 when 
General Coe explained the work that is being carried on 
and the difficulty of attempting to transfer the corps’ 
aetivities there to some other lecation. 
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COURT UPHOLDS LAW ON PROMOTION LIST. 
Arrangement of Captains and Lieutenants Endorsed. 


The arrangement of captains and lieutenants appointed 
in the Army as provided in Sec. 24a, act of June 4, 1920, 
and as carried out by the War Department, was en- 
dorsed and the law upheld in a decision of Chief Justice 
Walter I. McCoy of the Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia on May 31, im denying the petition for a 
writ of mandamus to Capt.. Terry A. Lyon, U.S.A... J. 
A.G. Department. The applicant's contention was that 
the proper interpretation of the law was that captains 
and lieutenants be arranged within their respective 
grades according te length of commissioned service. This 
latter interpretation is exactfy that which Senator Mc 
Kellar proposes in his amendment to the act. on which 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs will have hear- 
ings following the enactment of the Army Appropriation 
bill, it is authoritatively stated. The court's interpre- 
tation is in accord with memoranda submitted to the At 
torney General by Senater Wadsworth, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs, and by Repre 
sentative Greene, member of the House Committer on 
Military Affairs. Ia these memoranda it was declared: 
“The effect of the law as it was passed was intended to 
be the same as if it had provided that in the generality 
of cases the emergency men taken into the Regular Army 
under its terms and assigned to the second part of the 
single list should have been given commissions with the 
grade left blank; that all the Regulars in the grades of 
captain ard lieutenant on the same part of the list 
should have the grades stricken out of their commissions, 
and that then, ail of them, Regulars and emergency men. 
were to be lined up in the order of their seniority of 
commissioned service, and grades bestowed upon them in 
that order. The law called for so many captains, there- 
fore thur wany of the seniors should stand aside as cap- 
tains. The law called for so many first lieutenants. 
therefore that number of those next in seniority should 
stand asic as first liewtenants, the remainder to be sec- 
ond lieutenants, of course. That is exactly what the law 
was planned to do and what those persons concerned in 
framing it in committee room and explaining it te ('on- 
gress understeod at the time it should do. Indeed, at 
one stage of the proceedings in the House of Representa- 
tives during debate on this act an amendment was pro 
posed providing that ‘no officer shall be promoted over 
another occupying a higher grade.’ the very point at is 
sue in tiis contention, and, after a careful explanation 
by the proponents of the the amendment was 
promptly voted down.” 

In his application for a writ of 
Lyon prayed that the court direct the 
to annul and cancel the Army promotion 
prepared and to prepare a new list in ace 
his « struction of the law. It was

The relator is one of the persons described in the “Fourth” 
paragraph quoted above. As the promotion list is made up 
many lieutenants and second lieutenants wi'l become majors 
before he can advance to that grade, the arrangement being 
according to length of commissioned service. 4 

The decision depends on the interpretation ef the “Third’ 
paragraph quoted above. 

Keeping in mind the evil sought te be remedied by the statute 
and its declaration of a general purpose, namely, te arrange 
a promotion list based om length of commissioned service, the 
language of the paragraph in question clearly bears the in- 
terpretation placed upon it by the respondent; if not, then the 
declared general purpose of the statute does net apply to the 
eases of the large majority of officers. Indeed, if the argument 
of the relator is adopted the general purpose will scarcely have 
any specific application, for he contends that in making up 
the first part of the single list on which are placed officers 
who were originally appointed prior to April 6, 1917. tho 
preservation of the arrangement on the lineal lists is the primary 
purpose, and that the arrangement according te length of con 
missioned service i¢ secondary. 

As Congress stated the general purpose in regard to making 
up the promotion list, it is incumbent upon the relater’ ty 
show that the prevision in regard te listing captains and lieu: 
tenants is an exception, assuming that that provision is oper 
to different interpretations. This the relator undertakes to do, 
and the points of his argument will be considered as nearly’ a3 
possible in the order in which they are stated by counsel. 

A point is made of the greater number of inequalities in 
part one of the list than in part two, but ef course the Court 
cannot take into consideration a comparison of the extent to 
which those inequa’ities existed in the two classes. It is urged 
that if relic’ ia net grented officers of junior grade to-day . will 
become the superiors of their senior officers of yesterday, with 
the result of demoralization. But the arrangement of Officers 
on the first part of the promotion list will lead to such promo 
tions, and the rela‘or admits that it is correctly made 

The strongest argument of the re’ator is that certain captains 
first and second lieutenants were required under the act te 
take examinations for admission to the Army and that they werg 
appointed in the grades determined by that test, but that under 
the respondents interpretation of the act in making up the 
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At Grst bhish, to prescribe a test for appointment to a grade 
only te ighore it substantially by the early promotion of the tess 
fit according to the test over the more fit seems somewhat in 
congruous. But we are dea'ing directly with the section pre: 
scribing the method of making up a premotion list—mnot the 
section governing appointments. If the case were stronger in 
other respects against the respendent’s contention the argument 
based on the test for appoimtment might lead to a decision iu 
favor of the relator, but it cannot by itself overcome the con: 
siderations supportmmg the action taken. Congress had before 
it a difficult task and one which could not in all probability 
be accomplished with perfection of detail. The test of au 
examination determined fitness fo be appointed at all as well as 
the grade to which the appointment should be made, se the 
examination served a useful purpose. 

Another contention of the relator is that if Congress had in 
tended that all officers appointed after April 6, 1917, should 
be arranged without regard te rank but solely on the basis of 
service, it would have provided in eubstance that “all persons” 
should be arranged in accerdance with their length of service 
and that this conclusion is forced by the legislative history of 
the act. 

The Senate bill contained a provision in the language se 
suggested, whereas the House bill was in substance like the act 
and the lamguage of the latter was adepted in conference. But 
the latter bil used the language already quoted. providing that 
“in general” the length of commissioned service should con 
trel. A careful examination of beth bills has led to the con 
clusion that both had the same purpose so far as concerns the 
question to be decided, and that the language of the House 
bill was adepted merely because in general its provisions were 
move nearly those which Congress sought to enact; and in this 
connection it is to be noted that the Senate bill provided for 4 
list to contain the names of all those below the grade of major 
and then went on to provide that “All persons shall be arranged 
on this list in accordance with their active commissioned ser 
vice in the United States Army.” The House provided fot 
these officers in paragraphs “Third” and “Fourth” above quoted, 
but gave officers in the Regular Army a preference over those 
having equal service whe were appeimted under the provisions 
of the act, and that is the significance of the adoption of the 
language of the House bi! 

Again the very paragraph specifically covering the relator's 
case says, as above quoted: “Fourth, persons to be appointed 
as captains or lieutenants . . hall be placed according 
to commissioned serv ce among the officers referred to 
in the next preceding clause . . ” (italies supp ied )—not 
eaptains among captains, and so on. Moreover some signifi 
cance may be attached to the failure in both paragraphs to refer 
by specific designa‘ion to second lieutenants 

Another contention of the relator is that the construction of 
the act by the respondent makes ridicu'ous the provision of 
Sec. 24a, reading: “‘Anv vacancy in the grade of captain in the 
Judge Advocate General's Department. not filled by transfert 
er detail from another branch, may, in the d‘scretion of the 
President, be filled by appointment from reserve judge advocates 
between the ages of thirty and thirty-six years, and such ap 
pointee shall be p'aced upon the promotion list immediately 
below the junior captain on said list.” 7 

As the promotion list is now made up one appointed to such 
gerade wou'd be below every first and second lieu‘enant in the 
Army except thirty-three. It is argued that intended 
that judge advocates who came into the Service after the prepara 
tion of the or’ginal list should have a preference because they 
trained men. the importance of whose duties warrants 
captain rather than of second lieutenant, to which 
appointments are to be made.

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TRACK TRACK-LAYING VEHICLES. 
The Ordnance Department has been making extensiv« 
studies of the best design of tracks for the track-laying 
or caterpillar types of vehicles, such as Artillery trac- 
tors and tanks, and in this connection has made numer- 
ous tests to determine the power losses in such tracks 
and the effect of lubrication on these losses. While these 
vehicles are in a measure similar to farm or industrial 
tractors, they are required to travel at much greater 
speeds, and orie of the principal problems has been the 
excessive consumption of power in present tracks at high 
speed. In the early development of track-laying vehicles, 
little attention was paid to either the lubrication of the 
tracks or other losses of power therein, and the experi- 
ments have shown that this practice was justified as at 
three miles per hour losses due to lack of lubrication 
were found to be only one per cent. of the power de- 
veloped by the engine and other losses three per cent. 
How serious this question becomes from a military stand- 
point, where high speed is demanded, is, however, shown 
by the fact that at ten miles per hour track losses were 
found to be as high as sixteen per cent., seven per cent. 
being due to poor lubrication and nine per cent. due to 
other losses; while at sixteen miles per hour total losses 
ran as high as thirty-six per cent., een per cent. being 
due to poor lubrication and twenty-one per cent. due to 
other losses. ‘ 
With the present types of metal tracks, which are 
built of steel links connected together with pins, it has 
been found that the best method of lubricating in the 
field is to slush the tracks with a swab similar to that 
used for oiling railway switches and curves. Experi- 
ments are being made with hollow track shoes filled 
with oil and with a system of manual lubrication ap- 
plied to each track pin, but whether any very satisfac- 
tory lubrication system for the present types of tracks 
will be developed is doubtful. The track losses other 
than those due to lack of lubrication, which run as high 
as twenty-one per cent., can to a limited 
extent in present designs by lightening the track, but the 
total saving that can be realized by this means is not 
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satisfactory, and the conclusion has been reached that 
the only thoroughly satisfactory means of largely elim- 
inating the total losses will be found in a completely 
new d of track in which the numerous wearing sur- 
faces and the great weight of the, present link and pin 
construction are climinated. Preliminary tests of tracks 
made largely of fabric belting and weighing only one- 
third as much as the conventional track’ have been very 
successful on small vehicles, and the construction of 
somewhat similar experimental tracks made of steel 
cables te which are attached suitable shoes for contact 
with the ground have been started for larger vehicles. 
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ASSIGNMENT AND TRANSFER OF OFFICERS. 


War Department Policy’ Approved by Secreta 


Placing the weight of responsibility iiefs 
of branches and based on the basic principle of 
the right officer in the right place, the Wat 
policy pertaining to the assignment and transfer of 
cers of the Army has been approved by Secretary of 
Weeks. The statement on the intor 
and instructions pertaining to the assignmen! and trans- 
fer of the commissioned personnel is contained 
ter which the Secretary directed be sent to the 
each branch of the Army and to the Chief of the Pe 
Branch, The Adjutant Depa 
which is specific in its directions and leaves no 
for misconception. It that officer 
have the widest latitude in order to demonstrate his effi 
ciency, and that he shall make such demonstration cou 
clusively on pain ef elimination as provided in law. The 
policy indicates a high standard in every grade, as shown 
in the rescinding of prior instructions which required 
that “average” or “above average” assigned 
to command regiments or coast defenses, com- 
mendable in the requirement that berths” shall 
not be allotted to “officers who have rendered 
factory service or to carry them along commiss 
a branch in which they are not fit to perform the duties 
But every officer is to have a fair before | 
brought to the attention of the annual!

Studies of the records of all commissioned officers 
must be under way at all times in each branch, for “it 
is essential that these [inefficient] officers be carefully 
observed in order to determine whether or not they are, 
by service, improving themselves, standing still or retro- 
grading. A These officers will be notified confi- 
dentially of their unsatisfactory service as expressed by 
their ratings and will be encouraged to make an effort 
to improve thepselves and cautioned of the conseqnences 
of their failure to do so. No notification will be given 
te the immediate commanding officers in these cases, as 
it is desired that a careful unbiased report be made un- 
influenced by the knowledge that the officer’s record in 
the past has been below average or inferior.” 

It is also pointed ont that an order to duty with 
troops must not be made by way of punishment. “Duty 
with troops is the normal duty of a soldier and no idea 
of punishment must be attached thereto.” The letter 
ceses with this summing up: 


Basic Principles of Assignment. 
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(a) The basic principle in making assignments is to have 
the right officer in the right p’ace. The “right place’ may be 
determined by the fact that the efficer needs further training 
or that he is needed to perform certain duties for which he is 
qualified or a combination of the two. The best interests of the 
Service should always be paramount in deciding this question, 
and it usually requires a study of the officer's whole record 
lo determine it. In this connection every use should be made 
of the officer's qualification card. 

(b) Au officer receives his basic training in the branch in 
which he is commissioned and must be fit for duty in his branch 
in peace and war. Ne attempt should be made to find easy 
berths for officers who have rendered unsatisfactory service, 
or to carry them along commissioned in a branch in which 
they are net fit to perform the duties. Every officer should 
have a fair test. If he fail in any branch but show fitness for 
duty with some other branch he should be temporarily detailed 
thereat with a view to his subsequent transfer shou!d his work 
justify it. Should he not show fitmess for any branch then 
his case should be brouglit to the attention of the annnal 
c'assification board. There is now a law providing for the 
elimination of inefficient officers, and the blame must rest en- 
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arg upon the Army if we retain this class of officer on active 
uty. 

(c) If an officer who is “below average” or “inferior” in 
work pertaining to the branch in which he is commissioned 
shows fitness for work in any other branch, he may be tempo- 
rarily detailed therewith, with a view to his subsequent transfer 
thereto, should his work justify it. 

(d) The officer described in (c) will not in general be as- 
signed to the Detached Officers’ List. Great care should. be 
taken in assigning officers to all duties which bring them inte 
direct and intimate contact with civilians to see that they are 
= fitted to perform the duties and will be a credit to the 

rmy. 

(e) In making assignments the efficiency records of officers 
should be freely consulted.

MILITARY ACADEMY BILL HEARINGS. 


Bill Maintaining Authorized Strength Discussed. 





The House Committee on Military Affairs met on May 
26 and opened a hearing on the bill (S. 1358) providing 
for maintaining the Corps of Cadets at West Point at 
its maximum authorized strength. Major T. W.- Ham- 
mond of the War Department General Staff and Mr. 
George E. Seott of The Adjutant General's Office spoke 
in its favor. Considerable opposition to the” bill devel- 
oped among the members. The War Department repre- 
sentatives were in favor of reinstating a clause which 
the Senate committee struck out, providing fhat if the 
corps was not otherwise brought up to the authorized 
strength a sufficient number of remaining qualified alter- 
nates selected from the whole list in their order of merit 
established at the examination might be ad- 
mitted and charged to the United States at large as ad- 
ditional cadets. 

Major William A Ganoe, U.S.A., who is on duty at 
the Military Academy, testified on May 31 in regard to 
the need for widening the scope of entrance into the 
Academy in order that its complete benefits might be 
received. There are now only 919 cadets, which is con- 
siderably less tnan the schvol could accommodate, he 
said, and the numbcr which the officials of the Academy 
wish to reach by the operation of the proposed law is 
1,334. This number is about the maximum that could 
be accomnrotfited with present facilities and, although 
it would result in rather crowded conditions especially 
in the mess hall, it is the opinion of the Superintendent, 
he declared, that no unsanitary conditions would obtain 
due to the increased number of cadets. Fifteen more 
instructors would be needed in addition to the twenty- 
three now on duty at the Academy. Representative 
Mill of Washington asked if quarters now available 
were adequate for the present instructors. Major Ganoe 
said they were not; that many of them were obliged to 
obtain quarters at nearby towns and travel to and from 
West Point, for which they received no additional pay. 
He explained, however, that there was no present in- 
tention of requesting any additional appropriations for 
the building of quarters. A hospital there is rapidly 
nearing completion, and by the time full advantage 
could be taken of the law suggested, which would not 
be until next year, it would be completed and ready to 
take care of any additional patients. Representative 
Parker of New Jersey referred to the history of the 
Military Academy and compared the number of cadets 
in attendance formerly and now with the total varying 
population figures of the country. In 1820-the popula- 
tion of the United States was 9,638,453, when there 
were 250 cadets at West Point. The population is now 
more than ten times as large, and we have only 919 
eadets there, he said, adding that if the same ratio were 
maintained we should have approximately 2,500.

Major Ganoe Gives Casualty Percentage. 

Major Ganoe explained that it was unlikely the Corps 
of Cadets could be maintained at the maximum strength, 
even with the operation of the proposed law, because 
there always has been at least about ten per cent. of the 
eadets who drop out from one cause and another. Chair- 
man Kahn stated in this connection that his committee 
never did appropriate the full amount asked for by the 
War Department for pay of the Army. He said that 
formerly, when the committee had appropriating power, 
the War Department would request appropriations suf- 
ficient to pay for the full number of officers authorized 
by law, but that the committee promptly proceeded to 
cut the amount on the supposition that about ten per 
cent. would have Jeft the Army throrgh deaths, resig- 
nations or from other all of which prevented 
the number from being complete. Major Thomas W. 
Hammond stated that even if the Military Academy 
were filled to its capacity it would furnish only about 
fifty per cent. of the officers required for the Regular 
Army. He added, “If the authorized strength be 1,338, 
the Army will get about fifty per cent. of its officers 
from the Academy, and about fifty per cent. from other 
sources; from the enlisted men of the Regular Army, 
from the National Guard, the Reserve Officers’. Train- 
ing Corps and from civil life.” When it was pointed 
out by comparison that the Naval Academy furnishes 
practically all of the officers for the Navy one of the 
members of the committee suggested that by the nature 
of the duties of a Navy officer he was required to have 
this special training. Major Ganoe quickly denied it, 
in which opinion other members of the committee readily 
concurred, stating that the Navy could as well secure 
its officers from the enlisted persontel or from other 
sources. In regard to the number of officers needed now 
in the Army, Major Hammond explained that there are 
three or four thousand needed; that upon entrance in 
the Army an officer receives the grade of second lieuten- 
ant, but owing to the shortage at the present time those 
entering are automatically promoted to the grade of first 
lieutenant. Representative McKenzie remarked, “I like 
to see things work automatically, but here is one case 
where it seems to me some automatic action might well 
be stopped.” Major Hammond admitted the younger 
officers could benefit by the work in the junior grade. 

Major Ganoe read a statement showing the percentage, 
by years from 1901 to 1916 inclusive, of cadets drop- 
ping out of the Academy from various causes. The high- 
est percentage was in 1916, when 14 per cent. of the 
total enrollment left. The smallest percentage for any 
one year was in 1910, when only 3.2 per cent. dropped 
out. The average for the sixteen years was about 10 
per cent. The statement in detail reads: In 1901 there 
were 478 men in the Corps of Cadets, of whom 49 
dropped out for all causes, or 10.2 per cent.; in 1902 
the enrollment was 486 with 48 casualties, or 9.8 per 
eent.; 1908, 504 cadets, 43 casualties. or 8.5 per cent. ; 
1904, 489 cadets, 45 casualties, or 9.2 per cent. ; 1905, 
482 cadets, 36 casualties, or 7.4 per cent.; 1906, 491 
cadets, 60 -casualties, or 12.2 per cent.; 1907, 469 ca- 
dets, 56 casualties, or 11.9 per cent.; 1908, 427 cadets, 
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44 casualties, or 10.3 per cent.; 1909, 488 cadets, 69 
casualties, or 13.5 per cent.; 1910, 437 cad@ts, 14 cas- 
ualties, or 3.2 per cent.; 1911, 585 cadets, 71 casualties, 
or 12.1 per cent. ;1912, 565 cadets, 45 casualties, or 7.9 
per cent.; 1913, 623 cadets, 57 casualties, or 9.1 per 
cent.; 1914, 690 cadets, 66 casualties, or 9.5 per cent. ; 
1915, 650 cadets, 57 casualties, or 8.7 per cent.; 1916, 
691 cadets, 97 casualties, or 14 per cent. 


Bill Favorably Reported. 

The bill was favorably reported to the House on June 
1 with the clause reinserted authorizing the appoint- 
ment of qualified alternates “to be charged to the United 
States at large as additional cadets,” which had been 
stricken out by the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. It-wvas evident at the hearing that there had been 
a change of sentiment relative to the effect of this clause 
and that the members of the comn.ittee had come to the 
conclusion that it would not operate to deprive them 
of appointments to the Military Academy. In a state- 
ment on this feature from the Secretary of War to the 
committee the procedure was clearly explained thus: 
“Appointments under the proposed bill will be made 
only when all candidates authorized under existing law 
to report for admission to the Military Academy fail to 
bring the corps to its full strength. When the principal 
fails the first alternate, if qualified, is admitted in his 
place, and when the principal and first alternate both 
fail the second alternate, if qualified, is admitted. But 
when all candidates fail, then a candidate from the whole 
list of alternates will be eligible under the terms of the 
proposed bill for admission to the Academy. The va- 
cancy, however, caused by the failure of the principal 
and the first and second alternates will still remain 
available to be filled by the appointment of a candidate 
selected as now authorized under existing law by the 
Senator or Representative. In other words, the alter- 
nates admitted under the terms of this bill are not ered- 
ited to any state or to any Congressional district, but 
are credited to a category that is entirely additional to 
any now authorized by law, so that a member of Con- 
gress loses no right to appointment that he now pos- 
sesses.” 
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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 
Senate Passes Measure by Vote of 54 to 17. 





Discussion of the Naval Appropriation bill was con- 
tinued by the Senate, sitting as a Committee of the 
Whole, on May 27. The only action was the refusal of 
the Senators to suspend the rules so that Senator Pom- 
erene’s resolution providing for the suspension of build- 
ing for six months in order to enable the President to 
arrange for a three-power conference on the reduction of 
naval programs, would be in order, The motion was 
lost by a vote of 37 to 29. Senator Walsh then offered 
his resolution of the last session requesting the President 
to participate in the proceedings of the Disarmament 
Commission of the League of Nations, this also being 
defeated by a vote of 42 to 22. The McKellar amend- 
ment affecting Annapolis midshipmen who failed in their 
examinations last January was reconsidered and adopted; 
Senator Poindexter announced that he would demand a 
separate vote later, and this amendment was again 
stricken out, on June 1. An amendment offered by Sen- 
ator King directing the Secretary of the Navy to fur- 
nish complete details of all existing navy yards and naval 
bases, including the armor factory at Charleston, W. 
Va., and its product, indicating those that can be sold 
without detriment to the Government, was also adopted. 
The Senate then adjourned until May 31. 

Only one amendment was voted on on May 31, this 
being introduced by Senator Lenroot and providing that 
the authorization of $52,000,000 for the construction of 
airplane carriers should be reduced to $38,000,000. This 
was defeated by a vote of 35 to 20. Senator Lenroot’s 
argument for a reduction of naval expenditures was 
based on the fact that the United States stood in danger 
from no country and that only a modest navy for defense 
was needed. “Beyond that,” he said, “it is a waste of 
the taxpayers’ money and inexcusable.” He was in 
favor of .the-United States maintaining itself as the 
world’s second naval power and when Senator Walsh 
inquired, ‘““‘Who is to be first?’ Mr. Lenroot replied, “I 
frankly say that Great Britain is the first, and I see no 
reason why the United States should attempt to outstrip 
Great Britain.” Senator Poindexter interrupted him 
with the remark, “The Senator thinks we ought to take 
our hats off every time we meet Great Britain and bow.” 

On June 1 the bill unexpectedly came to a vote and 
was passed by a vote of 54 to 17. It carries a total 
of $494,000,000, the only elimination being $1,500,000 
for beginning work on a naval base at Alameda, Calif., 
and $1,000,000 cut out of the appropriations for trans- 
portation and. recruiting. Favorable action taken on 
June 1 included an amendment proposed by Senator 
La Follette which forbids the payment of any money 
under the bill to active or retired Navy officers who ac- 
cept service with armor plate -contractors or any firms 
having contracts with the Government. Senators Poin- 
dexter, in accepting the amendment, explained that it 
simply re-enacts an existing statute which should be en- 
forced. The committee amendment increasing by $2,- 
500,000 the allowance for maintaining yards and docks 
was adopted. Senator McKellar’s améndment concern- 
ing the re-examination of Annapolis cadets was de- 
feated, thus reversing the action of the body on May 27. 
The increase for the “pay of the Navy” of $15,300,000 
was agreed to by a vote of 38 to 24. The Senate also 
adopted the amendment providing: “That the sum of 
$250 shall be credited to each midshipman who entered 
the Naval Academy since May 15, 1920, and to each 
such midshipman discharged since that date to the ex- 
tent of paying any balance due by any such midshipman 
to the Academy. on account of initial clothing and equip- 
ment issued to him; provided further, that hereafter 
each new midshipman shall, upon admission to the Naval 
Academy, be credited with the sum of $250 to cover the 
cost of his initial clothing and equipment issued, to be 
deducted subsequently from his pay.” 

Another amendment that went into the bill as com- 
pleted, under “Increase of the Navy’ provided thag all 
orders or contracts for work or material placed with 
Government-owned establishments shall be considered in 
the same light as obligations for similar orders placed 
with private contractors.; Senator King made an effort 
to have construction suspended of six battleships which 
aré an average of sixteen per cent. completed, and an- 
other to suspend construction on the five battle cruisers 
completed on an average of six per cent. Both of these 
were defeated. He then made a motion to recommit the 
bill with instructions to reduce the totals by $100,000,- 
000. This was rejected by a vote of 43 to 25 and the 
vote on the passage of the bill followed immediately. 


The committee named to confer with the House on the 
bill included Senators Poindexter, Hale and Swanson. 
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NAVAL ACADEMY INSTRUCTION METHODS. 


During consideration of the Naval Appropriation bill 
(H.R. 4803) in the Senate on May 27, Senator Pom- 
erene made severe charges against the scholastic ad- 
ministration of the U.S. Naval Academy. These charges, 
which receive special consideration in an editorial on an- 
other page, were in connection with a discussion as to his 
amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill concerning 
the renomination of midshipmen found deficient during 
the present or last session at the Naval Academy. The 
Senator from Ohio based_his statements chiefly on the 
experiences of the 110 midshipmen who failed to pass 
their examinations and were asked to resign last Jan- 
uary. Ile charged that the advice given by the Attorney 
General to the Superintendent of the Nava! Academy 
(regarding the method of discharging these 110 mid- 
shipmen and which was followed by the Superintendent) 
was “bad advice.” Senator Walsh, who was defending 
the conduct of the Annapolis authorities, said that “it 
was the deliberate judgment of the Superintendent that 
the midshipmen who were dropped as a result of the ex-~ 
amination held in March this year have had more con- 
sideration shown them and have had more opportunities 
to make a satisfactory mark than have any other mid- 
shipmen within his knowledge at the Naval Academy. 
and that knowledge extends back thirty-eight years.” 
Senator Pomerene declared that “there was a determi- 
nation on the part of this admiral [Rear Admiral Archi- 
bald H. Seales, Superintendent of the Naval Academy] 
to leave the control absolutely where it was under see- 
tions 1519 to 1525, and a disposition to disregard the 
act of June 5, 1920.” He pe es stated, in connection 
with a midshipman who was turned back because he 
failed to reach the passing’ mark in electricity, 
have a textbook on the subject of electricity which is 
written by an officer which instructors as well as mid- 
shipmen tell me is so obscurely written that it takes an 
advanced student of the subject to understand it.” 

Describing the “method of instruction at the Acad- 
emy,” Senator Pomerene said: “The midshipmen in 
some of the departments are assigned their lessons one 
day and the next day they go into the lecture room, 
They are required to go to a blackboard and write out . 
the lesson. Repeatedly this occurs: When a midshi 
man has reached some branch of the subject which he 
does not understand and he asks the iftstructor a ques 
tion, he is met with this kind of an answer, ‘Haye you 
not read your lesson? It isin the textbook.’ That is 
the instruction they get.” When asked for his source 
of information as to this condition of affairs, Senator 
Pomerene said that it was “partly from some of the 
midshipmen, in part from instructors,’ and then he re- 
ferred to an anonymous letter from a midshipman writ- 
ten under date of May 19 which he proceeded to quote 
from at length. The part of the letter devoted to the~ 
method of instruction reads: 

“The faculty is composed of about 300 instructors 
Two-thirds of these are officers detached from the Fleet 
to teach here for one or two years. They are not se- 
lected because they know anything about the sub, 
but because they are due shore leave and want a g 
billet. They come here absolutely ignorant of the sub- — 
ject which they are going to teach and make no effort 
to learn the subject or to teach it. Besides, they are not 
professional teachers. How could they be expected to 
know how to teach? The way they teach is as follows? 
You get a lesson assignment. You come to the class 
they send you to the board to write during the whole 
hour what you have studied. They mark you on that, 
If you ask for an explanation they either refuse to an- 
swer by asking you, ‘Didn’t you study your lesson? It 
is right there in the text.’ And they tell you that in 
such a way as to discourage any further effort to get an 
explanation. Besides, we are not fools, and we know 
that they do not know the subject and cannot explain it. 
Some are frank and admit that they do not know any- 
thing about it. Last term one of the instructors told the’ 
Glass frankly that he did not know a ‘damn thing’ about 
the subject, but that he would try and be a fair umpire ” 
between us and the textbook. 

“Last term, during the so-called special instruction 
for those who had failed in the first examinations, 
actually detailed one of the savvy midshipmeu who st 
at the head of the class to give special instruction along 
with the instructors. And his classroom was filled to 
overflowing, because the midshipmen knew that they 
could get there at least some explanation and some 
teaching.”

Walsh interrupted at this point to femark : 
“Mr. President, in view of the awful conditions at the 
Naval Academy I am curious to know how it has ever 
produced the remarkable naval officers we have in_ our

“They talk about instruction in French. I heard a 
little about their instructor.jp French a year ago. They 
had one man at the head of odern language depart- 
ment, who insisted that when a boy came in and was 
called up to recite he should stand with the fingers of 
his left hand touching the seam of his trousers, the 
thumb of his right hand in the book, the four fin 
outside, and the book was to be held.nine and one-half 
inches from his nose while he recited. While they were 
receiving instruction the boys must sit perfectly erect, 
with their heels clicked together, for one hour, 
lecture lasted that long. If they would give ontyhalf 
the training to the brains of those boys that they to 
give to their physiques they would be helping matters 
along somewhat. 
the head of the department of modern languages now 
can neither speak French nor Spanish, though he was a 
good officer. Young officers who have had no 8 
training along lines of instruction are made instructors 
and put in charge of very important subjects, such as 
electricity and other branches, and you expect to 
first-class instruction in what ought to be the best 
stitution of learning in the United States. Most of these 
boys, as I am informed, failed in classes where they hgve 
these subordinate officers as instructors. 

“Perhaps I have gone further than I ought to have 
gone in this matter. I will be corrected if I am My 
but I should like to have an examination of conditions 
the Academy.

Proposed Relief for Warrant Officers. 

Senater Tewnsend has introduced a bill (S. 1875) to 
amend Sec. 4a, act of June 4, 1920, relating to — M 
otficers. As will be noted by reference to the text of 
the bill as printed on page 1054, our issue of May 28, 
the proposed amendment of the law designates them’ as 

commissioned” warrant officers and changes the pay 
Provisions se that warrant officers, other than those of 
the Mine Planter Service, “shall receive base pay for ten 
years or less service, $1,320 ; fifteen years’ service, $1,550, 
and for twenty years’ service, $1,800 per year; and the 
allowances of warrant officers, Mine Planter Service, 
Coast Artillery Corps, shall be entitled to longevity pay 
and retirement under the same conditions as an officer, 
except that warrant officers shall be retired at the com- 
pletion of thirty years’ service computing all double 
time credited as an enlisted man and that service as an 
Army field clerk or field clerk Quartermaster Corps shall 
count as service as an enlisted man in computing pay 
and retirement.” In the opinion of War Department 
authority on the Reorganization act, the warrant officer 
section could be improved by an amendment which would 
give warrant officers the allowances of an enlisted man 
of the first grade (master sergeant) instead of the al- 
lowances of a second lieutenant, as at present, which 
latter do not include clothing and subsistence. How- 
ever, the present time is deemed as unfruitful for amend- 
ments to the act of June 4, 1920, for the reason that ex- 
perience bas not yet demonstrated just where the act 
should be amended, which is an opinion quite genera! 
cnet the members of the Senate and House Committees 
on Military Affairs. 

Rank and Pay in Navy Dental Corps. 

The act approved July 1, 1918, provides that all offi- 
cers mow in the Dental Corps of the Navy, or who may 
hereafter be appointed, shall take rank and precedence 
with officers of the Naval Medical Corps of same rank 
according to dates of their respective commissions or 
original appointments and shall receive same pay and 
allowances as officers of corresponding rank and length 
of service in Medical Corps up to and including rank of 
lieutenant commander. The Comptroller, in construing 
the language of the above act, held that an officer of the 
Dental Corps advanced in rank as authorized by said act 
is not entitled to the increased pay and allowances there- 
in Provided for prior to date of approval of said act. 
The Navy Department, commenting on this decision, 
says that while probably warranted by the language of 
the act, it is contrary to the principles established by 
the act of March 4, 1913, for the purpose of correcting 
several conflicting decisions of the Comptroller extend- 
ing ever a period of more than fourteen years on the 
point of the date from which an officer of the Naval Ser- 
vice shall receive the pay and allowances of a rank or 
grade to which he has been promoted. The proposed 
draft of a bill is submitted for the purpose of placing 
officers of tite Dental Corps ed in accordance with 
the provisions of the act of July 1, 1918, to take rank 
from a date stated in their commissions prior to the 
date of said act in the same status relative to rank, pay 
and allowxnces as that provided by the act of March 4. 
1913, for otticers of the line and other staff corps and to 
avoid further diserimination against said officers of the 
Dental Corps in matters of pay by virtue of the decision 
of the Comptroller of the Treasury referred to. 


To Improve Navy Retired Status. 

Reporting on the bill (H.Re5) which would give to 
retired commissioned and warrant officers of the Navy a 
permanent status on the retired list in accordance with 
the higher rank held by them during the temporary emer- 
gency of the World War, Secretary Denby says: “The 

epartment does not believe that such special favor 
should be extended to retired officers if at the same time 
it cannot be extended to officers on the active list. It is 
obvions that it would be impracticable, if not impossible, 
to extend the provisions of the proposed bill to officers on 
the active list. In view of the foregoing, the depart- 
ment recommends that the proposed bill be not enacted.” 
The department, however, “approves the bill (H.R. 
5353) whose purpose is to give credit for longevity pay 
purposes to all retired commissioned and warrant officers 
of the Naval Service for active duty performed since 
date of retirement. Such credit is now allowed com- 
missioned and warrant officers on the active list, and 
the department therefore approves of its extension to re- 
tired commissioned and warrant officers for active duty 
performed since retirement.” 

Navy Department Approvals. 

The Navy Department favors the enactment of the bill 
‘(HLR. 3509) for the relief of Capt. D. H. Tribou in the 
matter of the loss of Liberty bonds and cash that were 
stolen from a safe in his quarters at the U.S. Naval 
Home in Philadelphia about Oct. 7, 1919. The Chap- 
lain fad been exonerated by a board of investigation 
but had insisted upon making restitution to the deposit. 
ors. he department likewise endorses the bill (H.R. 


5960) to reimburse Comdr. W. H. Allen, C.E.C., U.S.N., 
for loss of pérsonal pr y sustained while carrying 
out his duties at Great es Training Station. Other 
bills favored include H.R. 5013, to use on 
memorial tablets of titles of o* to which deceased had 
been nominated or become eligible; also H.R. 2556, to 
restore Capt. Benjamin 8. Berry, U.8.M.C., to the posi- 
tion on the permanent list of the Marine Corps which 
he would have held had he not been court-martialed in 
May, 1910. Secretary Denby states that “ever since that 
date Captain Berry has performed unusually meritorious 
service, so much so that he received the French Croix 
de Guerre with palm, and was also awarded the D.S.C. 
by the commander-in-chief of the A.E.F. in France, for 
he led his men in a gallant attack across open ground and 
inte the Bois de Belleau, France, northwest of Chateav- 
Thierry, on the afternoon of June 6, 1918, inspiring 
them to deeds of valor by his example. When he reached 
the edge of the woods he fell severely wounded. Never- 
theless, he arose and made a final dash of thirty yards 
acress through a storm of bullets and reached again the 
first wave of his command before yielding to exhaustion 
from his injury.’ It is the opinion of the department 
that this act alone should elimimate and atone for any 
former mistake which he may have made, and that it 
would have a good effect upon the Service in general if 
it became known that such deeds of valor as shown by 
this officer could atone for a former error. Besides this. 
however, Captain Berry has constantly performed his 
duties in an excellent manner since May, 1910.”

c. 24e of the National Defense act as amended June 4, 1920, 
to read: “Except as otherwise herein provided, appotatments 
shall be made in grade of second lieutenant, first, from gradu- 
ates of U.S. Military Aca ; second, from warrant officers 
and enlisted men in Regular Army ages of twenty- 
one and thirty years, who have had at least two years’ service, 
except that im case of any warrant or enli man who 
at any time between April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, both 
inclusive, was commissi as an officer im the Army, ap- 
pointments may be made regardless ef such age limitations; 
and third, from reserve o from officers, warrant : 
cers and enlisted men of National Guard, members of Enlisted 
Reserve Corps, and graduates of technical institutions approved 
by Secretary of War, all between ages of twenty-one and thirty 
years.

DISABLED EMERGENCY OFFICERS HEARING. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs held a 
hearing on May 27 on the Bursum bill providing for the 
retirement of all officers of the U.S. Army during the 
World War whe have incurred physical disability in the 
line of duty under the same conditions as Regular Army 
officers. Disabled emergency officers were the principal 
witnesses and their interests were ig charge of Victor 
Heintz, of Cincinnati, formerly a member of the House 
of Representatives who resigned from Congress to enter 
the Army, served as a captain in the 147th Infantry, and 
was shot while on duty with that regiment. He de- 
clared that emergency Army officers and these of the 
National Guard had been “shamefully discriminated 
against” and charged the War Department with indif- 
ference, as did the ether witnesses. He added that while 
the War Department was trying to block this proposed 
legislation Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt 
had sent a communication to the House Committee on 
Appropriations, asking that the committee should not 
overlook making the necessary appropriation for retire- 
ment of disabled emergency officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps. 

Harry S. Monnell, formerly an officer of the New 
York National Guard, asserted the emergency officers had 
done the bulk of the work in the A.E.F., but the only 
compensation the disabled emergency officers received 
was under the War Risk act. “The disable.) emergency 
officer does not receive a living wage,” he said. “He is 
unable te support his family, though he gladly sacrificed 
his business, profession or employment and served his 
country in the war. I know of three disabled emer- 
gency officers whose families are in actual want.” 

John R. Southan, of Cleveland, formerly a major in 
the 145th Infantry, sought to show by figures that Sec- 
retary of War Baker's estimate of the cost of such legis- 
lation was “ridiculously erroneous.” Mr. Baker said it 
would cost $31,000,000 the first year. Major Southan 
declared that investigation showed it would cost $3.- 
824,000 at the maximum. Secretary of War Weeks ex- 
pressed his disapproval of this plan in a letter sent to 
Mr. Heintz and printed on page 994 of our issue of 
May 14. 
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U.S. NAVY SUBMARINE ACTIVITIES.

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NAVAL RESERVE FORCE. 


Rurolment of Naval Reserre Officers. 





Commandants of naval districts have been directed to 
submit a list of officets whose current enrolments in the 
Naval Reserve Force expire between April 1, 1921, and 
Oct. 1, 1921, and whose re-enrolments have not as yet 
been authorized. The list is to be submitted to the Bu- 
reau of Navigation with a notation as to recommenda- 
tion for re-enrolment. The commandants will then be 
informed as to officers who are to be re-enrolled and will 
authorize thei? tentative execution of the oath of accept- 
ance of office pending the receipt of the formal authori- 
zation. This action is taken in order to reduce the 
delay in the re-enrolment of officers. These lists will be 
forwarded as soon as practicable and will give the date 
of expiration of enrolment when such information is 
available. 

Honorable Discharge of Naval Reserve Officers. 

Commandants of naval districts have been authorized 
to issue honorable discharges on account of. expiration 
of enrolment “to Naval Reserve officers whose enrolments 
have expired and whose re-enrolments have been author- 
izd by the Bureau of Navigation. Ordinarily Reserve 
officers do not receive written discharges for their term 
of enrolment and this action is taken on the request of 
many officers who desire te possess a certificate showing 
their service in the Naval Reserve Force. 

Eligibility for Fleet Naval Reserve. 

The J.A.G. df the Navy in a recent opinion held that 
a member of the Naval Reserve Force who transferred 
to the permanent Navy to serve the unexpired term of 
his enrollment and was honorably discharged at the ex- 
piration of his enrolment was eligible for membership 
in the Fleet Naval Reserve. While Admiral R. E. 
Coontz, as Acting Secretary of the Navy, on March 27, 
declared the Navy Department does not deem a recoa- 
sideration of the opinion necessary, he issued instruc- 
tions to the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation stating: 
“It is not mandatory that all men discharged from the 
Navy subsequent to transfer from the Naval Reserve 
Force be assigned to the Fleet Naval Reserve upon en- 
erollment in the Naval Reserve Force. If any good rea- 
son exists why a man should not be so assigned he may 
be told upon application for enrollment that he will not 
be assigned to the Fleet Naval Reserve but will be as 
signed to some other class of the Naval Reserve Force.” 
This discretionary action in making assignments had 
been asserted by the Naval Reserve Force Division, Bu- 
reau of Navigation, which is of course gratified that its 
views were upheld by the Chief of Naval Operations act- 
ing for the Secretary of the Navy.

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ARMY WINS BASEBALL GAME. 
By 8 to T Score Cadets Defeat Midshipmen. 
In the presence of 12,000 spectators the Army nine 


beat the Navy in the annual baseball game at West. 
Point on May 28 by a score of § to 7 that was won in 
the uinth inning after a close and exciting game.

GRADUATION WEEK AT NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., June 2, 1921 
Secretary of the Navy

Denby, arrived here this morning for the purpose of attend- 
ing the graduation exercises. The President, with Mrs. 
Harding, came from Washington by motor. They were met 
on their arrival at the Academy by Superintendent A. H. 
Seales and other officers and escorted to Dahlgren Hall, 
which was oceupied by thousands of spectators. 

The President's Address to Graduating Class. 

In his address to the members of the Graduating Class 
after he had presented them with diplomas, one by one, the 
President said, in part: . 

I have had a very great pleasure in handing the gradu- 
ates their diplomas { could not permit the program to end 
without saying a werd to the class in general and to express 
my own pleasure in being present on this eccasion, 

\ good deal is said nowadays about the materialization 
and the brutality of preparing for defense. I know of 
nothing nobler in this world than the defense of one’s own 
country This is an inherent th.ng in men, planted in the 
human breast by God Almighty in his bequest of human at 
tributes, and there would not be any civilization to-day if 
men were not willing to give their ail for the preservation 
and life of the country. We must always be ready to pre 
serve and to maintain the things upon which our civilization 
resis. 


‘**You men have been educated at the hands of your Gov 
ernment not only to make you more proficient in warfare and 
defense, but better to fit you to sustain tne civilization which 
is the ideal of the Republic. I hope, sirs, you will never be 
called upon to.draw a sword or to fire a gun except in expres- 
sion of those comities that go with the Service; but I promise 
you that while I am your commander you will never be called 
upon to fire a gun except you can do it with the consciousness 


that you are right to answer to God and to your country. [ 
do not mean by that that ours is to be the craven republic. 
want an America unafraid. I want you to help make a 


republic of conscience, a republic of sympathy, a republic of 
strength, a republie of high ideals, and the ‘men who must 
lead in that attainment are the men who are made funda- 
able by the processes of .education."’ 


Address by Secretary Denby. 


[mn presenting commissions to the graduating class Secretary 
of the Navy Denby said: “You must so conduct yourselves 
that your superior in rank shall respect you, your equals love 


mentally 


you and those under your command obey you with a smi'e. 
You must be officers, but not snobs. Your commissions are i:l 
bestowed unless you are free from a foolish vanity of rank. 


Pride should be yours; a very just and honest pride in your 
uniform. That pride may be best shown by so wearing that 
uniform that all must honor it and you. No one knows better 
than I with what great respect the enlisted man looks upon an 
ofiicer who is ‘every inch a man.’ No one knows better than 
[ with what contempt the enlisted man views the officer who is 
unduly burdened with the weight of his own importance. The 
enlisted man will quickly size you up. He wants to like you. 
He wants to respect you. He quite properly fee's that he is 
too much a man himself to want to be commanded by one lacking 
any essential element of manhood. If you go to the enlisted 
men whom, in due course, you will command, with certain 
expectation of receiving all customary military deference, but 
forgetting that it always becomes an officer to bs 
kind and sympathetic, you will, I think, find him 
‘first class fighting man’ but a good comrade, as 
young officer worries upon his first contact 
with enlisted men through fear he cannot get on with them 
ind that they may not like or respect him. He gets irritable 
and exacting, imagining slights that never occurred or were 
never intended, and finally sometimes he himself brings about

the catastrophe he so dreads. Go to your men simply and 
naturally, a man among men, giving the best that’s in you 
and expecting good. work in return. You will get it, and 
t makes team work and that spells success. There is a 
smile in the Navy and Marine Corps that the men reserve 
or those they respect and like. It is better than any decora- 
tior Try to win it.’’ 

In reviewing the deeds of the Navy he said: “If you are 
°o fit inheritors and transmitters of the glorious traditions 
of the Navy you must dedicate yourselves to-day to lives of 

sacrifice and absolute devotion. Most particu'arly your 
r tr honor and material interests are in your hands. When 
th red d comes—if come it must—when in the flame of 
ttle yo souls are taken from you under our country’s flag, 
vou i is gentlemen should die, honest and simple and 

ive, regi g nothing and glad that you have so lived as 
o o worthy a death [I do not anticipate, however, 
tha vu live as officers should live and if the Navy keeps 
up its standards of material and men that you will ever be 
called m to offer that great sacrifice upon your country’s 
iltar 1 will be called upon to live for your country, and 

t hard because it is a matter of constant watchfulness.’ 

~ iking as one who has been comrade im arms with many 
men the Secretary warned the graduates to “shun the dangers 

hore as earnestly es you court those afloat. You think, per- 
haps, I am too serious. You would not think so if you were 
compelled to sit, as I do, almost daily, in judgment on my fellow- 
men ane ssociates in the Service. You would not think me 
too serious if you knew the heartache it gives to sign the paper 
that means dismissal or dishonorable discharge do not 
sign them as a man, but as an official, and yet the man must 
suffer when the oficial gives pain. So most earnestly 
pray of you, gentlemen of the Class of ‘21, that you will 
always remember how great are the little things of life, how 


noble it is to keep clean in mind and body, and how char- 
acter is formed through the conquest from day to day of a 
multitude of unworthy impulses and unclean desires To- 
day, it is my fondest hope that no one of you shall ever come 
before me or before our Commander-in-Chief, the President, 
for the action it so pains him or me to take.’’

The “Washington Flag.” 


\n interesting event took place on May 26 when the cele- 


brated ‘‘Washington Flag’’ was taken from Governors Island 
to the City Hatl, where it was received with formal cere- 
monies. ‘The history of this old standard is a remarkable one, 
When General Washington was inaugurated as President, 


\pril 30, 1789, at Federal Hall in Wali street, where the Sub- 
Treasury now stands, the 2d Artillery, State of New York, 
which was organized in 1786, was present and the regimental 
color figured in the ceremonies incident to the occasion. After 
a lapse of thirty-two years the 2d Artillery, feeling that the 
standard ‘‘possessed a species of sanctity as being worthy of 
preservation to aftertimes’’ presented the flag to the City of 
New York for preservation and safekeeping. The presenta- 
tion was made on June 25, 1821, Colonel Manley making the 
address, which was responded to by the mayor, and the flag 
was placed in the archives; where it remained till the early 
part of 1921, nearly a century. It was then brought out by 
the Art Commission of the city and sent to Governors Island, 
where it was restored and mounted by Chaplain Edmund B 
Smith. he fabric of this precious relic of early American 
history was found to be in a very precarious condition, but it 
was finally mounted between two sheets of plate glass weigh- 
ing 200 pounds and framed in heavy planking. 

On May 26 the flag was placed in an Army truck with a 
guard of nine soldiers from Headquarters Co., 3d Battalion, 
22d Inf., Fort Jay. Preceded by the battalion, under com- 
mand of Major Andrew G. Gardner, with band and an escort 
of mounted police, the procession moved up Broadway to the 
City Hall and the flag was placed-in position at the top of the 
flight of steps where it could be seen by the thousands who 
filled the plaza and listened attentively to the addresses. 
Lieut. Col. Henry M. Bankhead, representing the: Commanding 
General, 2d Corps Area, gave a fine address, in which he laid 
particular stress on the need of a virile patriotism of the 
legend on the flag, ‘‘In Peace Prepare for War.’’ The mayor 
received the flag in an appropriate speech and after music by 
the band addresses were made by the Hon. Henry H. Curran, 
president of the Borough of Manhattan, and the Hon. Robert 
W. DeForest, president of the Art Commission, under whose 
auspices the flag was restored. Col. George W. Burleigh, 
N.Y.N.G.. was master of ceremonies. The guests of the Art

J. P. S. asks: (1) Was stationed at Calexico, Calif., with 
provisional battalion, C.A.C., from about June 26, 1916, to 
July 4, 1916. Am I entitled to the Mexican Border badge? 
(2) A ‘mess sergeant was enlisted on = 5, 1919, for period 
of three years; deserted March 11, 1920; fraudulently en- 
listed May 4, 1920, for period of one year under a different 
name. Under Par. 131, A.R., was restored to duty without 
trial under original name and enlistment period and trans 
ferred to C.A.C., unassigned, as private. Was discharged 
from fraudulent enlistment on Sept. 13, 1920. How much 
time is to be made good under A.W. 107 Answer: (1) Apply 
to A. G. (2) Service under fraudulent enlistment does not 
eount. He must serve enough from date of restoration to com 
plete enlistment. 

C. H. M. asks: I should like some information about the 
income tax as it affects Army officers. If I am correctly 
informed, the exemption of up to $3,500 is no longer in effect 
and we have only the same exemptions ‘as civilians, i.e., $1,000 
if single and $2,000 if married. Also that the normal tax (on 
incomes not in excess of $5,000) is four per cent. Is this 
correct? When and for what period must return be made? 
Must tax be paid on interest from savings account in bank? 
Do you think it likely that there will be any relief from the 
present situation?! Is any individual or organization doing 
anything to restore the former exemption? Whatever the tax 
amounts to, it works out simply as a cut in pay, which, it is 
needless to mention, is small enough. This is especially true 
in the case of junior officers like myself. If the tax applies to 
savings accounts, what incentive is there to even try to save 
Savings banks, in so far as I know, pay only three to four 
per cent. If @he tax is four per cent., there you are or are 
not, whichever way you prefer to say it. Answer: On the 
income for 1920 to be reported, the special military exemption 
of $3,500 will no longer apply, the officer making his returns 
the same as does the civilian, and paying the tax at the same 
rate—the normal rate being four per cent., Savings bank in- 
terest is an income, but the four per cent. tax on this is not 
four per cent. on the deposit, but on your earnings, that is, 
if you earn $100 in the savings bank, you give the Govern- 
ment four dollars. The War Department will revise its 
pamphlet on the Income Tax, to fit the law repealing certain 
war-time special legislation. 

P. E. ¥.—The bill relating to appointment of all successful 
candidates to make up full authorized quota at the Military 
Academy is not yet through Congress. Watch our columns. 

J. A. C.—The emergency law to which you refer was not 
made for the purpose of enabling a Service man to break his 
lease, but to protect him ‘rom extortion and eviction. We 
suggest that you apply to the J.A.G. for an svinien as to your 
rights and privileges. 

S. I1—Filipinos could net count double toward retirement 
the time served with the Army in the Philippines. It re- 
qvives thirty years’ service to retire. Errors that may have 
been made in the case ef others cited by you cannot help 
your ease. 

T. H.—An inquiry addressed to the Pension Commissioner 
will bring you the desired information as to your eligibility 
for pension on account of Indian War service. You could not 
draw pension at same time as service pay, active or retired. 

L. E. Y.—When the Army Appropriatien bill is approved,

TRIALS OF GERMAN WAR PRISONERS BEGUN. 

The trial of German military criminals charged with 
offenses in the World War was begun in the Supreme 
Court in Leipzig on May 23, Great Britain being repre- 
sented by a commission of which the head was Sir 
Ernest Pollock, Solicitor General. Seven German 
judges comprised the court. The first prisoner tried was 
a Sergeant Heyne, who was charged with cruelties to- 
ward British prisoners in Herne Camp, Westphalia. 
He was sentended to ten months in prison. 
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ADMIRAL FISKE ON DEFENSE OF PHILIPPINES. 

Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., writes of 
“The Defense of the Philippines” in the June issue of 
the North American Review, saying that “the Philip- 
pines could be taken by anyone who might desire to take 
them. . . . It is'a dangerous and foolish thing thus 
to leave any property wholly unprotected.” He adds: 
“The last Congress refused to give the Navy the very 
moderate amount it asked for in order to take advan- 
tage of the possibilities of aeronautics. If Congress per- 
sists we may find ourselves with a Navy that is very 
expensive but so old-fashioned as to be.ineffective. Some 
people think that the more ineffective a navy is the less 
danger there is of war. Their attention is respectfully 
invited to the historical fact that aggression has usually, 
if not always, been caused by the temptation presented 
by a valuable property left unprotected from attack. I 
need not say that I do not suggest using only airplanes 
to defend the Philippines; all the usual weapons would, 
of course, be needed, especially submarines. I do wish, 
however, to call attention to our-amazing backwardness 
in utilizing airplanes and to point out the special at- 
tributes that make them valuable as preventers of actual 
invasion. . . . By reason of these attributes a force 
of say one hundred first-class airplanes, properly equip- 
ped and manned, if distributed at different points in 
I.uzon would be able to concentrate at any threatened 
point on the coast before the invading troops could start 
from the transports to the shore. The only defense 
against our airplanes would be a greater air force pos- 
sessed by the enemy. But it must be clear that no country 
in the world could compete with us in building airplanes. 
The cost to us of a force of airplanes able to protect the 
islands would probably be less than one per cent. of the 
cost of any endeavor to recapture them.”

NAVAL PAGEANT AT CHICAGO. 

Chiefly through the efforts of Capt. Edward A. Evers, 
U.S.N.R.F., commander of the Illinois branch of the 
Naval Reserve, whose plan has been approved by Mayor 
Thompson of Chicago, an important naval exhibition is 
to be staged at that city from July 30 to Aug. 14 in 
what is termed a “pageant of progress.” An announce- 
ment from Chicago states that the Navy Department 
has given its approval to the plan and has agreed to the 
use of men and ships for the occasion. Plans for this 
water spectacle have been almost completed. The Navy 
Department has consented that the U.S.S. Wilmette, 
used by the Illinois Naval Reserve; the U.S.S. Essex, 
from Minnesota; U.S.S. Gopher, from Ohio; U.S.S. 
Yantic, from Michigan, and the U.S.S. Hawk, from Wis- 
consin, together with two seaplanes and three submarine 
chasers shall participate. Six hundred young men and 
a band from the Great Lakes Naval Training. Station, 
under command of Capt. W. D. Wurtsbaugh, U.S.N., 
will establish a camp near the municipal pier off which 
the pageant is to take place. There are to be various 
naval maneuvers, including a simulated engagement be- 
tween two naval forces, bombardments by seaplanes, 
searchlight and signal drills at night, when the ships 
are to be illuminated; boat races, swimming contests be- 
tween the young men from the Great Lakes station and 
those of the Naval Reserves. There will be a land pa- 
rade which has been tentatively set for Aug. 10, in 
which 10,000 Naval Reservés from Illinois and adjoin- 
ing states are expected to take part. In addition to the 
spectacular part of the Navy’s participation in the pa- 
geant there are to be Navy educational features, includ- 
ing a radio school in which a wireless plant is to be in 
operation, while an aviation school, a_ hospital corps 
and a recruiting station will be in operation.

A TRIBUTE TO THE SOLDIER. 

An Army officer calls attention to a tribute to the 
soldier in an editorial in the Daily Missoulian, of Mis- 
soula, Mont., which comments on the attitude of the 
average civilian in his relation to public service such as 
jury duty. This, the editorial says, “points strongly to 
the need of building up a public jury morale such as 
exists among soldiers in the Army toward their service. 
The soldier makes every personal interest and concern 
subordinate to his public duty, and he makes it a point 
of pride to avoid any act which might brand him with 
the stigma of doubt. He does all this for long-continued 
periods, and puts his life in jeopardy besides. It is not 
too much to expect a similar nicety of conduct from the 
private citizen when he is called upon for a brief space 
to act as a civilian guardian of justice.” Our corre- 
spondent adds: “This splendid tribute to the soldier is 
only one of many tributes from Martin T. Hutchens, edi- 
tor of the Missoulian. His attitude on national defense 
is equaled by few American editors.”

WARRANT GRADE AND THE “OLD TIMER.” 

“An Old Timer” writes that “when the grade of war- 
rant officer was authorized, it was generally understood 
that it was created for the old N.C.O. who served as a 
commissioned officer during the war. But the old N.C.O. 
did not accept appointment because he had figured al- 
ready on retirement in from two to five years and the 
acceptance of that grade would have put him as many 
years behind on retiring as he had earned double time 
for foreign service. With a few exceptions the men who 
took the appointment as warrant officers are not the 
real old timers, but men who had from ten to twenty 
years to serve, who had very little, if any, double time 
to lose; and the civilians who attended a training camp. 
These are the middle men between the old timers and 
the reeruits. These men will be the real beneficiaries 
in case a new change in pay and allowances for warrant 
officers is enacted by Congress, and the actual old timer 
is again put on the waiting list for something to be done 
for him. Since there are no more vacancies in that 
grade which the old timers could fill they should at least 
be retired in that grade and then we could say that 
something was done for the old timer; or appoint the 
old N.C.O. to that grade and carry them as extra 
numbers.”

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JAPAN REJECTS BupGET RESTRICTIONS OF LEAGUE. 

Although expressing approval of the principle in- 
volved Japan has sent a negative reply to the League of 
Nations disarmament questionnaire which had been is- 
sued from the headquarters of the league at Geneva.

BriTIsH CIVILIAN FLYING INSTRUCTORS FOR JAPAN. 

Col. William Hemphill, who up to February, 1919, 
was connected with the British Air Ministry, is to leave 
England early in June to go to Japan to take charge of 
the thirty British civilian instructors who are to teach 
flying to members of the Japanese navy for a year. The 
training field is situated thirty-two miles from Tokio 
and was built under the direction of a French flying 
mission that went to Japan after the armistice. The 
machines to be used are French with a few of the 150 
British machines ordered by the Japanese navy in that 
country. With few exceptions, Colonel Hemphill said 
to the London correspondent of the Philadelphia Ledger 
on May 18, the British machines were built for instruc- 
tion work. This officer lays stress on the fact that his 
party is purely civilian in its character, the British gov- 
ernment having declined to send an official mission to 
teach flying to the Japanese. He added that he organ- 
ized his party on the invitation of a naval representative 
of Japan stationed in London.

ACTIVITIES OF AMERICAN REMOUNT ASSOCIATION. 
Major Henry Leonard, U.S.M.C., who is a member of 
the remount board of the American Remount Associa- 
tion, is the author of an article on “Breeding for the Re- 
mount Service,” which appears in the May issue of The 
Remount, organ of the association, which will be of par- 
ticular interest to the Cavalry branch of the Service 
and to the Veterinary Corps. Announcement is made in 
the same number by Major Stanley Koch, U.S.A., chair-
